Shortly before he lapsed into the un- 
consciousness which presaged the ena, 
President Gompers gave a few simple 
directions for hig funeral and bade a 
few life-long friends farewell. 

Body Borne.on Gun Carriage. 

Tonight the body.of the labor chief- 
tain, sleéping in @ massive bronze.casket 
similar to that in-which President Hard- 
ing was laid to rest, was started on its 
long journey to the nation’s capital, ac- 
companied by his friends and associates. 
The funeral train left at 11:07. There 
were no services at the mortuary where 
the body reposed today.

on the validity’ of the settlement ‘by 
which the British debt to America was 
funded, coupled with his insistence on 
the great benefit to Britain’s eredit re- 
sulting’ from this action, should put an 
end to the movement in England which 
Luoyp GEORGE has. sought to capitalize, 
attacking the Baldwin settlement as un- 
jast and foolish. But by reverting to 
the so-called. Balfour note of «August, 
1922; Mr. CHURCHILL raises again some 
of the political difficulties which that 
‘document implied.

Such are the complexities‘of the inter- 
allied debt problem,. that it cannot. be 
disposed of in short.order.

Earlier in. the 
year, on March 10, Mr. BALDWIN, Chan- 
eellor of the’ Exchequer,, reported that 
946,023 men of the British Army and 
Navy had been killed or had died of 
wounds in the war. The fatal casualties 
given out by the Germans included men 
who had perished at sea. As early as 
June 17, 1920, the French Ministry of 
War issued an official statement: that 
1,862,872 men of the armed forces: had 
been ‘killed in the war. The American 
dead accounted for in: battle were rather 
under than over 50,000. 

Losses of the- three allied armies, 
therefore, were 2,358,895 combatants, as 
compared with 1,846,293 Germans. The 
difference is 612,602. There are some 
things’ to be said about these totals that 
detract from’ their value as exact. evi- 
“dence.; The German casualties include 
losses on the Russian front and in Serbia 


Ru ia, but compared with . those 
pwltoss' s four years of fighting on: the | 


western front they were not héavy, all 
told.. The British total was swelled by 
casualties ‘of the Gallipoli, Macedonian; 
Mesopotamian and Palestine campaigns. 
It. should be added that a. soldier so 
badly wounded that he cannot fight 
again is “put out” of a war. So that 
without complete data covering all 
phases of the great struggle it is diffi- 
cult to arrive at conclusions that are 
entirely satisfactory to either side in the 
controversy started by General BULLARD. 
But it may fairly be inferred from, the 
official figures of dead as reported by 
the German, British, French and Amer-

‘The authorities, for rea- 
sons best known to themselves, ed 
three interviews to take place. - Three 
offers are said to have been made by 
Ali-Amee in the name of a certain Tro- 
yanovsky of the Moscow Third Interna- 
tional, or Comintern, to aid Zaghiul in his 
roject for the ‘complete independence of 
Beypt and were as many times rejected 
by him in words to the following effect: 
“Egypt is ah agricultural country; its 
people bellows in the individual owner- 
ship and exploitation of property; it is 
a Moslem country, and your. teachings 
would find no ace at the University 
of Al Azhar, ur aim is nationalistic 
and patriotic, not internationalistic and 
unpatriotic.” 


Zaghlul’s Visitors Fqllowed. 


Ali-Amee and Hussein were followed 
after they left Gibraltar; also inquiries 
were made in various directions as to 
their record. Already a marked simi- 
larity had been noted between the riots 
which had _ simultanedusly broken out 
in the Punjab, India, and in el ty n 
from March to June, 1919. -In April of 
that year Lord Allenby, High Commis- | 
sioner of Egypt, had wired to India in-| 
quiring, according. to a communication 
made’ in‘ March, 1921, to the Duke 
of Northumberland, by Sir Michael 
O’Dwyer, who was then in command of 
the British force in the Punjab, “if we 
had any proofs of a conmimon design for 
the two movements: That investigation 
was, as*far I know, never pursued.”’ 

After the Gibraltar interviews the in- 
vestigation was revived and pursued 

th great activity, both.in Egypt and 
at Moscow, although with the greatest 
care after the return of Zaghlul to home 
and office, for it was said to have been 
the disposition of the British Govern- 
ment to do nothing that should. interfere 
with the Zaghlul Administration, so 
long as it obs2rved the terms of the 
Constitution of April 20, 1923, whieh 
recognized certain obligations ‘dye t 
British Empire.

m. Moscow, but principally by Rus- 
8 ‘residents in Egypt and by Igypt- 
en corrupted by them. 

For a long t no connection was 
discovered between the four-and the 
Egyptian distributers of Bolshevist 
propag although the former’s»con- 
nection ~ with Moscow had _ been es- 
tablished. Then ‘it was discovered 
that they possessed a special inter- 
mediary in the person of one of the 
clerks in. the,library of the Sailors’ Club 
in Alexandria. He found their com- 
munications hidden in the leaves of 
books which they returned, and com- 
municated with them in the sameway:

‘The last is due from the ear- 
liest paragraphs to figure in an idyl- 
lic sunset fadeaway of love, happi- 
ness, success and simple, unspoiled 
nobility of character. Before he 
reaches it, however, he must prove 
himself by going through fire for his 
beloved and his principles, and by 
inheriting a legacy from a convenient 
aunt. 

The issue is soon joined between 
Alban Kent and his sister Rosamund 
and the rest of the family. Alban’s 
idealism is defined as ‘‘a clean spirit 
fighting its way to a finer aspect of 
life.” The others of the large family, 
led by the widowed mother, are‘ready 
to sacrifice everything for Kent 
Drugs and for the family name. 
Alban is to them an exceedingly 
troublesome, not to say dangerous, 
factor in the tranquil unanimity of 
the clan; he is a-sort of “morbid 
moral dustman.’’ 

Even granting a certain priggish- 
ness in the telling of the story and in 
characterizing Alban, the situation 
has fascinating possibilities. It is, 
‘in a sense, similar to the drama of 
“The Wild Duck,’’ Ibsen’s ironic 
portrait of another truth-telier. Un- 
like Ibsen, however, Mr. Irons is 
unwilling to face his idealist down. 
He resorts to coincidence and acci- 
dent freely in order to smooth every- 
thing out for his hero; the crisis is 
hopelessly softened with sentimental- 
- ity and the conclusion is too perfectly 
quaint. ‘‘Simples’’ has flashes of 
brilliant power, spoiled by an obvious 
didacticism and a weakness of the 
author's tear ducts. 


BLACK MAGIC 
GREY FACE. By Sax Rohmer. 331

AX ROHMER has at his finger- 
S tips a type of mystery story 
that is never-failing in its ap- 
peal if it be handled with the slight- 
est degree of actuality. This type 
includes the introduction of the ex- 
oticisms of supernatural mysticism. 
the delving into Hindu, Chinese or 
Egyptian secrets or so-called secrets. 
In ‘“‘Grey Face,’’ his most recent at- 
tempt at this sort of thing, he has 
built up a story that is, of course, 
quite impossible viewed in cold 
blood, but during the actual reading 
the reader is apt to fall under the 
spell of the author and accept his 
premises. Black magic is, perhaps, 
the best name for this sort of thing. 
Mr. Rohmer introduces’ spectral 
faces, phantasma! figures, and all 
sorts of such qneer and bilood- 
_ curdiing things, but wisely enough 
he drapes them in a veii of psuédo- 

scientific explanation. 

In “Grey Face,’’ for instance, the 
hero, a sort of private investigator, 
and his fiancée and his fiancée’s 
father, a doctor who has developed 
psychoanalysis into a strong weapon 
of research, struggle against a ma- 
lign and inexplicable power that can 
steal the minds of other people and 
make them do things against their 
wilis. This power, represented by

~ reincarnation of the famous Dr. 
Cagliostro, can also sce what is 
happening at a distance, apparently 
through a development of mind- 
waves that register in a crystal.

It is 
true that Mr. Rohmer’s people are 
violently drawn and with but scant 
regard for complexities, but he is 
consistent, and he imbues his char- 
acters with individual attributes and 
unexpected traits. De Trepniak. 
for instance, is a type. but he.is a 
type raised to an individual plane of 
wickedness. Sir Provost Hope, the 
psychoanalyst, and Dr. Torrington 
both suggest reality, perhaps more 
than the hero, Douglas Carey. But 
it is always difficult to make a hero 
in such a well-defined type of story 
anything else but a _ hero. His! 
bravery and cool-headedness and | 
shrewdness are an integral part of ! 
the scheme.

F deep-sea sailors, with their 
ready fists, their “bli’me”’ 
oaths, their rum, their shanties 

and their stanch good-heartedness, 
Captain Dingle writes in his new 
volume, ‘‘Wide Waters.”’ The 
strange occurrences that go to make 
up Captain Dingle’s yarn all come 
about because one Alden Talbot 
Drake had the sea in his blood, and, 
although the young master of an 
ancestral home and fortune, he 
found he could not conquer the great 
yearning for the sea that was in 
him. Like many another English- 
man of good family, he had gone 
through a marine training after 
leaving school. Naturally, land- 
lubbering as a gentleman of leisure 
had scant charm for him, particu- 
larly as both his person and his be- 
longings made him the prey of 
match-making mothers. And then 
one thing led to another. He drifted 
one evening down to the docks in 
his evening clothes and ali just to 
hear the sailor lingo again and 
mingle for a few hours in the old 
life, and the upshot of it was that, 
stung to the quick by imputations 
slurring his seamanship and his 
manhood alike, he smuggied himself 
aboard the clipper Orontes, whose 
newly appointed master, Captain 
Stevens, had told him he wasn't even 
worth shanghaing. ‘ 

Now on the Orontes also, bound for 
somewhere east of Java Head, sailed 
the owner’s daughter, Mary Man- 
ning, and in Captain Dingle’s pages 
she blooms forth as the Neptune's 
daughter she was. Her sparkling 
blue eyes held in them ‘‘the dancing 
deeps of the fathomless seas.” ‘She 
was the embodiment of virile girl- 
hood, every line of her as harmoni- 
ous as the sweep of a fine citpper’s 
hull, grace and strength in one.’’ 
Small wonder that she soon had the 
entire crew of the Orontes lost in 
admiration. Stevens, the captain, 
began an overzealous guardianship; 
the two mates “trod the deck more 
buoyantly in her presence, * * * 
shaved more regularly and wore col- 
lars’ and the forecastle rang with 
her praises and voted her a ‘‘bloody 
fine Judy.” And Drake in the 
humiliating berth of ship’s boy feit 
himself warmed by her very pres- 
ence on deck while he performed his 
servile tasks. “‘She was the sort of 
girl a sailor would fight for without 
fighting over her."’

WAR FOR WAR'S SAKE 
THE NATURAL MAN. By Patrick

HIS is the Grant Richards prize 

novel of 1924. It is more of an 

impressionistic document than 
anything else. For the confirmed 
_ warrior this book will mean much 
in a colorful manner; for one who 
does not understand all the ramifi- 
cations of war it can mean no iess 
in a spiritual sense, although the 
viewpoint character, Blaven, is not 
specially gifted in spiritual qualifi- 
cations. 

Blaven is a strange young man. 
He is seen at the start sporting 
about with his friend Mac, and yet 
Blaven has none of the social sport- 
ing instincts. He is not particularly 
concerned over the. exhilaration of 
liquor; loose women, no women, in 
fact, have much of an appeal for 
him. When he is ogled, he merely 
blinks, even when Mac insinuates 
the dynamic appeal of sex. Blaven's 
senses are strung to but one pur- 
pose—war. War is a business to be 
got into and lived with, tived 
through, lived when it is all done— 
should he come out alive—in fond 
memories. He will not be glad of 
escape from conventional existence 
to the “‘boat,’’ as he terms the dug- 
out, because be has left a nagging 
wife or sugary-sweet mother at 
home. No; he will enjoy the muck 
of the earth's foul vitais merely be- 
cause, when it is all over, he can 
review in prosaic comforts once 
again all the miseries of war he sur- 
vived. That's Blaven. 

He felt sure that he had desires 
which sex and appetite could nev- 
er quench. Was it wrong that he 
wished for more than a hot-blood- 
ed anima] did?

OHN PEREGRINE’S WIFE” is 
written around the familiar theme 
of a noble renunciation. Dan 
Richards is one of those self-effac- 
ing characters whose willingness to 
be sacrificed supplies the motive 
power for many a story. It requires 
only a brief acquaintance with him 
to feel sure that if the opportunity 
offers he is just the man to supply a 
concluding chapter with a letter giv- 
ing up the woman he loves and 
announcing his intention of going 
abroad to begin a ‘‘new life.” Dan 
loved Esther Thomas, and so did 
John Peregrine. After hesitating 
between them Esther married John. 
She did not know then that John 
was the father of an unacknowl- 
edged son. The child's mother had 
not survived its birth. She was the 
daughter of an old woman known to 
the Weish countryside as a ‘‘witch,"’ 
under whose care the baby had been 
left. Dan befriended her, and his 
frequent visits brought suspicion 
upon him as the father. Esther, 
some time after her marriage, sees 
the child playing by the roadside and 
is struck by its remarkable resem- 
blance to her husband. Circum- 
stances convince her that he must 
be its father. -John persists in his 
refusal to take the child, even when 
its grandmother lies dying, and when 
the little boy is drowned Esther feels 
she can endure no more, She wants 
Dan to “take her away.”

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Notes on Rare Books 


N the matter of catalogues the 
English (and some of the Conti- 
: nental) dealers have reached a 
very high stage of development 
to which most of their American 
contemporaries have only rarely at- 
tained. . This seems-to be especially 
true today, although there are one or 
two notable exceptions among Amer- 
ican catalogues which serve to em- 
phasize the point. 

There are reasons for this, of 
course, some of them obvious—others 
resulting from personal motives. It 
yeems only reasonable to expect that 
the English profession, trained in the 
production of flawless catalogues, 
with a noble tradition to guide it, 
with no more leisure, perhaps, than 
is at our disposal, but with less sus- 
ceptibility to our mania for speed, 
and with a scholarly knowledge of 
their wares that seems positively in- 
xtinctive, should produce descriptive 
accounts of their books, in cata- 
logues that have an air of academic 
authority added to the inherent 
charm of their contents. (It seems 
necessary to modify this a little by 
stating that it is the larger English 
houses that are being considered in 
this respect.) 

The economic factor of costs cer- 
tainly Delow that with which an 
American house must contend should 
be considered as well, but it has no 
especially valid. place here. One 
would be inclined to say, after but a 
brief survey of the English book- 
dealers’ lists of the last year or so, 
which would include those of such 
houses as Maggs, Pearson & Co., 
Pickering & Chatto, Quaritch, Saw- 
yer (to name but a few), that they 
are strongly influenced by the nat- 
ural fascinating qualities intrinsic in 
old books, and that their affection for 
them finds expression in the form of 
fine catalogues through which they 
seek to perpetuate their names. 

But then, apart from all that, 
nearly any catalogue is delightful to 
the fervent booklover; doubters on 
this point are referred to the first- 
hand, professional reports of Messrs. 
Newton and Arnold and Andrews 
and Dibdin, and so on, ad infinitum!

T is the imposing and delightful 
series of catalogues recently re- 
ceived from G. Michelmore & Co. 

that have induced these thoughts, 
and others, from which we will here 
refrain lest these entire notes be de- 
voted to a preamble. They are as 
foliows: (1) Voltaire, notes upon an 
unrivaled celiection of his Editions 
Originales, including -many unfe- 
corded issues, presentation copies, 
original holograph manuscripts and 
autographs; (2) Le Sage, the finest 
and most complete set extant of his 
Editions Originales, 1605-1893; (3) 
notes upon an important collection of 
Hebraica, by Paul P. Levertoff, 
M. Litt.; (4) the Vallombrosa Missal 
of 1508, iustrated by Benedetto Bor- 
done, printed upon vellum; a mono- 
graph by J. W. Bradley, M. A.; (5) 
200 extraordinarily important books, 
autographs and manuscripts, recent- 
ly on exhibition at the Hotel Chat- 
ham, New York. 

To consider these briefly in their 
order as above: The most complete 
set of original editions of Voltaire is 
in the Bibliothéque Nationale, but it 
contains many minor issues not espe- 
cially valued by .the collector. The 
Micheimore set of 175 works and 26 
holograph manuscripts, letters and 
other manuscript material, such as 
contemporary manuscript and orig- 
inal letters about Voltaire, compris- 
ing 205 volumes, is the second set in 
order of completeness, and it is said 
to be the finest in the matter of state 
—an important one to the careful 
coliector. Ali the books listed are 
the genuine first editions, and there 
are in the collection many previously 
unrecorded issues, and the fifth vol- 
ume of the introuvable 1738-60 edi- 
tion of the Oeuvres, the first com- 
plete edition (described in three full 
pages in this catalogue), which was 
so rare that Voltaire’s bibliographer, 
Bengesco, believed it to be non-exis- 


tent. There are, in addition to this 


collection and that in the French na- 
tional library, two other famous sets, 
that in the Pierpont Morgan Library 
and that belonging to Mortimer L. 
Schiff. Ail the printed pieces listed 
are described with line-title cola- 
. tons and notes which, together with 
many facsimiles of title pages, &c., 
add largely to the entertaining qual- 
ity of this catalogue. The basis of 
this collection is the entire Hbrary 
of Voltaire's first editions formed 
the eminent French bibliographer, 
M. Henri Monod, a lawyer, who

The Le Sage volume is companion 
in interest, format and finish to that 
relating to Voltaire’s works. There 
are five really great collections of Le 
Sage known: the Bibliothéque Na- 
tionale set, that in the British Mu- 
seum, the Pierpont Morgan Library, 
Baron James de Rothschild and the 
Michelmore set,* which, apparently, 
is the finest and most complete. Of 
the thirty books (in sixty volumes) 
which are listed, twenty-four are 
veritable éditions originales, and the 
remaining six will serve to indicate 
why this set is so exceptional. These 
are: The extremely rare counterfeit 
of the édition originale of “‘Le Théa- 
tre Espagnol"’; the unique perfect 
copy of the earliest, known complete 
English edition of Gil Bias,”’ the 
third edition, 1782-5, there being no 
perfect copy of the first and second. 
known; the unrecorded Italian edi- 
tion of 1789 of the same work; Hor- 
ace Walpole’s copy of the first Eng- 
lish translation of ‘‘Crispin rival de 
son Maltre’’; the first English trans- 
lation of “‘Le Diable Boiteux’’; the 
first Dublin edition of the first Eng- 
lish translation of “‘Le Bachelier de 
Salamanque.” The nucleus of this 
set is the famous Daguin Le Sage 
collection, but finer examples were 
substituted for any piece of lesser 
degree contained in that group. Only 
two other copies are known of the 
first issue of the original edition of: 
Le Sage’s magnum opus, ‘‘Gil Blas’’ | 
—one in the Huntington Library and | 
one in the Laugel catiection. |

HE Hebraica, while it will re 
an appeal only to specialists, | 
can hardly be passed baeeey 
comment.

In the catalogue of the Vallom- 
brosa Missal, a folio brochure, flfus- 
trated, Dr. Bradley gives an account 
of this famous piece which will sat- 
isfy the most meticulous student. 
This is the only printed edition of 
the Vallombrosian Missal and it is 
printed on vellum. The copy in the 
Pierpont Morgan Library (to which 
one naturally refers for compari- 
sons when one reaches the high 
places among rare books) is on 
paper. Eight copies only are said to 
exist, of which several are imperfect, 
while this one is considered flawless. 
All of us will remember without ef- 
fort, of course, that the celebrated 
abbey of Vallombrosa in Tuscany 
was founded about 1038-60. Is it 
not in the first book of “‘Paradise 
Lost” that Milton mentions this 
place of beautiful woods?—"‘like fali- 
ing leaves in Vallombrosa,"” we 
think the jine runs, and it is cited as 
well in Ariosto’s “Orlando Furioso."’ 

It is the recent catalogue of 
Messrs. Michelmore (the last listed 
above), with its extensive notes on 
the 200 books described and its pro- 
fuse array of plates, which will have 
the widest appeal, for there are books 
listed therein which come within the 
scope of interest of most collectors, 
even the “Americanists.””

IRST published in 1916, ‘*Wil- 
stach’s Similes’’ soon proved 

its usefulness, particularly to 
those whose minds are better en- 
dowed with the appreciative than the 
creative faculty, and won its way to 
an important place on the shelf of 
reference books. Mr. Wilstach had 
been at work on his compilation ever 
since 1894, and the habit of search- 
ing for and collecting ‘similes had 
rooted itself strongly in his mental 
operations. He kept up the prac- 
tice, became, indeed, a simile ad- 
dict, and his tréasure-piles of similes 
continued to grow, until finally he 
decided to enlarge his book and in- 
stall them properly within its covers. 
He has added 1,200 new subject 
headings, 540 new authors and 2,300

Between Chicago and Cheyenne, 
Wyo., the mail goes on by night. 
The plain regions really begin after 
leaving Chicago, lessening the dan- 
ger in forced landings caused by 
storms or motor trouble. Through- 
out the route of 900 miles te Chey- 
enne there are no great mountains, 
but gradual slopes west of the Mis- 
sissippi Hiver, where the land is 
about 1,000 feet above sea level, and 
the mail planes fly low. ‘Thence the 
land rises until at Cheyenne the 
Plane is nearly a mile above sea 
level. Below lies a country of fine 
fields, fat lands, prosperous towns 
and happy villages. 

We check on our map the mighty 
Mississippi dividing linois and Iowa; 
but the mail pilot, flying at night, 
does not use a map. He must be 
familiar with the country on his 
route and the territory for twenty 
miles on either side of him. 

Having flown the daylight route 
between Chicago, Omaha and Chey- 
enne the mail pilot, I imagine, wel- 
comes night flying as a relief from 
the endless plains and rolling hills 
of’ Iowa and Nebraska, veined by 
innumerable streams, which seem to 
be flowing from the great arteries, 
the Mississippi and the Missouri. At 
night the pilot is guided by small 
acetylene beacons at intervals of 
three or four miles, placed usually 


along a road or near the highway.*

Approaching the Rockies

warship. Out cf these papers rises the! 
monumental outline of one of the! 
sreatest trag:dics of modern times— | 
the life of Maximilian, Emperor of | 
Mexico, brother of the Emperor : 
Francis Joseph of Austria. ‘It is a} 
thrilling story, particularly interest- 
ing to Americans because its last act | 
is- projected against the background} 
of their great national struggle. | 
Maximilian’s fate was sealed at Ap- 
pomattox. He could never have gone 
to Mexico had not the statesnien of | 
the Old World, headed by epson, 
Hi. of France, banked on the vic- 
tory of the South. When’ the cause 
of the South was lost there remained 
but one alternative for Maximilian— 
to run away or to die, and run uway 
he would not. 

In a sense he lost the battle of his 
life the moment he was born, be- 
cause he was born his particular kind 
of person. Almost three thousand 
years ago a Greek sage said, ““Char- 
acter is Fate,’’ and surely Maxi- 
*milian’s character was his fate. He 
was a dreamer who dreamed that he 
was destined for action, a dilettante 
who set out to move the hands of 
history back by three centuries, to 
restore the transatlantic Empire of 
Hapsburg. . He failed before he bad 
started. . 


Aztecs Have Their Revenge 


Three hundred years befoie Maxi- 
milian was born the last of the Aztec 
Emperors of Mcxico, Guatemozin, 
was treacherously put to death by 
ene Hernando Cortez, Captain of 
Charles V. of Spain. The mills of 
the Aztec gods ground slowly, but 
they ground small. On June 19, 
1867, the descendant of Charies V., 
Maximilian of Austria, was put to 
death at Queretaro by the Aztec 
chieftain Juarez. That is, perhaps, 
the deepest historic sense of Maxi- 
milian’s tragedy. 

Tt is difficuit to conceive of a 
greater contrast between two men 
than that of the E:mperer Francis 
Joseph and his unfortunate brother. 
Francis Joseph was practical, 
shrewd, etficient, narrow, tough- 
minded, heartless ; Maximilian 
dreamy, ddied, imprevai ble, 
broad in his sympathies, likable, 
_imcurably romantic. Maximilian's 
greatest sorrow wax that he was not 
Francis Joreph. francis Joseph 
despised Maximilian. The younger 
brother’ entfre life was a desperate 
‘effort to make up for the difference

Maximilian.was good looking, tall, 
slender, with blue eyes and wavy 
blond hair. But his chin receded 
abruptly and betrayed his weakness 
of will, To cover up this defect he 
grew a long beard, parted in the 
middie and brushed sideways. This 
beard was typical of him, inasmuch 
as it was an obvious camouflage of 
an obviously effeminate personality. 
This beard in the end cost him his 
life. At Queretaro he missed his 
to escape on the eve of 
execution by considering too long 
whether he should cut off his 
whiskers, which were the only speci- 
men of their kind hetween Texas and 
Yucatan, and infallibly identified 
him. At last he decided that it was

servatism, Max instinctively chose 
the badge of opposition. 

Of the real substance of liberalism 
he knew nothing. Max saw that 
things were going wrong with the 
empire, and he was only too ager 
to ascribe it to the rigidly conserva- 
tive principles of his brother. He 
gave vent to his feelings in various 
critical outbursts, but his criticism 
was neither systematic nor con- 
structive. 


Maximilian Seeks a Wite 
In 1856, after the Crimean War. 
Francis Joseph sent his brother to 
Paris to sound the views of the Em- 
peror Napoleon on the important 


questions of the day. Frem Paris 
Maximilian proceeded to Brusselx to 





lage, was only another mesh in the 
fateful net that dragged Maximilian 
irresistibly toward the tragic meadow 
of Quaretaro? Yet it was so; for 
the young wife’s boundless - ambition 
and rapid-fire fancy, plus her father 
Leopold's love for far-flung intrigue, 
were among the most important fac- 
tors that drove Maximilian to 
Mexico. 

For the moment King Leopold sat- 
isfied his appetite for wire-pulling by 
obtaining for his son-in-law the posi- 
tion of Governor General of the 
Lombardo-Venetian kingdom, the 
richest and most beautiful of all 
provinces of the Austrian Emptre.

Max regarded himself as a liberal, 
as a friend of democratic reform, 
and was regarded as such by the 
broad masses of the people. This 
explains his great popularity, which 
again increased his difficulties with 
the extremely jealous Francis Joseph. 
When after the defeat of Koniggratz 
in 1866 Francis Joseph drove out for 
the first time in the Prater, he was 
furious to hear the crowds spite- 
fully cheering the Archduke Max. 
Of course, Max's liberalism was just 
as amateurixh and muddled as his 
preoceupation with art and science. 
He had a vague sympathy with the 
under dog. “His fancy was fired by 
the fashionable catchwords of prog- 
ress. Besides, ax his brother stood 
as the symbol and bulwark of con-

cociously clever, seemed to fulfill the’

But at last this obstacle was over- 
come and the marriage agreed upon. 


A Real Love Match 


Charlotte was charming, and on 
her side charmed by the handsome 
young Arehduke. So, haggling over 
the dowry notwithstanding, it was a 
genuine love match that was cele- 
brated at Brussels with a-respler- 
dent wedding-in July,” 1857. Who 
could have suspected at the time 
that this marriage, blessed by 
heaven with every worldly advan-« 





from Vienna. Maximilian was happy 
to go, for he dreamed of reconciling 
the Italian population, then seething 
with revolutionary discontent, to the 
empire and dynasty by setting up 
provincial autonomy and promoting 
their prosperity. And he enjoyed, in 
anticipation, the glamour of his vice- 
royalty at Milan, then one of the 
Most cultured and brilliant capitals 
of Europe. His disenchantment was 
quick and thorough. 

After the suppression of the revoit 
of 1848-49 the Austrians set up a 
military administration of unspeak- 
able brutality. “The appointment of 
the Emperor's brother as Governor 
General was now to signify the res- 
toration of civilian government and 
a relaxation of Austrian rule in gen- 
eral. Max himself understood ‘his 
mission in this sense. Within a few 
weeks he realized that his brother 
intended him to be a mere figure- 
head and that the change actually 


in Mexico 


meant nothing more than that the 
provinces were to-be governed from 
the Emperor’s military Cabinet in 
Vienna. 


An amazing picture of the situa- 
tion emerges from the letters ad- 
dressed in this period by the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph to his brother 
and discovered among the latter's 
papers in the Vienna archives. It 
appears from these letters that 
Francis Joseph was informed of 
every detail of his Italian adminis- 
tration. He knew all about and ap- 
proved of police brutality as the only 
means of keeping the popuiation 
down. He, indeed, believed that the 
whole Italian national movement, 
one of the most powerful sp-ritual 
forces in modern history, was « mat- 
ter to be settled ‘by the police. To 
him the striving of a highly culti 
vated, wealthy and sensitive people 
towatd the fulfillment of its historic 
destiny was nothing but the ‘‘meaa- 
ness’ and “‘knavery’’ of a few bad 
individuals who ought to be locked 
up and flogged. 


Weakness of Francis Joseph - 


Francis Joseph, with all his tre- 
mendous knowledge of the details of 
Governmemt business. lacked historic 
perspective. He failed absolutely to 
understand the great political issues 
that moved his time. His letters to 
his brother Maximilian from this 
period foreshadow the doom that 
sixty years later was to befall the 
Hapsburg Empire. The same short- 
sighted attitude, the aime stubborn 
adherence to the status quo which 
resulted in the disustrous war of 
19 and the loss of Lombardy, was 


+ to drive the empire into the World 


War and caused ultimately its de- 
struction. 

These letters are important also 
because they throw light on the psy- 
chotogical situation out of which 
Max sought escape fy ‘plunging 
into the mad Mexican expedition. 
Francis Joseph treats his grown-up 
brother, the Governor General of 
Lombardo- Venetia and Commander- 
in-Chief of the Austrian Navy, as 
an exacting and malicious school- 
master would treat a naughty school- 
boy. Every word breathes superior- 
ity, distrust, even contempt. Max is 
rebuked for his impracticable sugges- 
tions. His doings are checked by 
outsiders’ reports. He is chided for 
provoking embarrassing tangles. It 
may he readily imagined how a sen- 
sitive man must have reacted to this 
kind of insidious abuse, for Francis 
Joseph, who was anything but subtle 
in other respects, had a knack of ar- 
ranging calm and businese+like words 
so that they left-a sting. 

One of the revelations of the cor- 
respondence is the fact that Francis 
ere who from his earliest youth 
was flattered into believing himself 
a born soldier, was in reality a born 
policeman. Nothing interests him 
so much as details of police ad- 
ministration. He believes in the po- 
lice as a political cure-all and calls 
the network of police spies “that 
most essential branch of the Goy- 
ernment.” When the Italian people, 
ariven to sacred fury by the suffcr- 
ings and humiliations of many hun- 
dred years’ foreign rule. at tast 
finds its real self and prepares for 
the final death-defying effort to re- 
conquer its lost freedom, Francis 
Joseph instructs his Governor Gen- 
eral to put-smore spirit into the po- 
lice. 

And this.ruler, who prided himself 
on his chivalry and makes an idol 
of an officer’s honor, gives his ap- 
proval to the flogging.of women as 
an éveryday expedient of checking 
revolutionary feeling. For offenses 
like wearing thé Italian national 
‘colors or singing a patriotic song in 





2 restaurant, women, even ladies tf 
the highest nobility, were taken ‘to 








the police station or barracks and 
given twenty-five or fifty lashes in 
the presence of Austrian officers, 
who, like their Emperor, fancied 
themselves to be gentiemen. 

The political correspondence of 
Francis Joseph is stamped with one 
idea—that of the Holy Alliance, the 
combine of Europersn princes that 
undertook after Napoleon's fall to 
maintain the status quo of autocracy 
and to suppress every liberal and 
democratic tendency. In most of the 
European countries the system broke 
down completely with the revolution 
of 1848. But Francis Joseph re- 
fused to take cognizance of the fact 
He continued to think and speak and 
act if the Holy Alliance stil 
dominated the destinies of Europe, at 
a time when Napoleon III. and the 
King of Sardinia openly championed 
the Italian revolutionists, when Eng- 
land’s sympathy went out to every 
revolutionary movement on the Con- 
tinent, and when even the King of 
Vrussia granted a Constitution to his 
people. Francis Joseph closed his 
eyes and imagined that he was his 
own grandfather He divided the 
world into two camps. There were 
**wood” people, those whu submitted 
to the ideas of the Holy Alliance, and 
there were “‘bad’’. people who disa- 
xreed with them, even rebelled 
against them.

But Events Rushed On 


But not even the best organized 
police system in the world could stop 
the onrushing tide of events. Napo- 
leon IIL’s long-promised aid to the 
cause of Italian unity materialized at 
last. In the peace of Villafranca, 
folowing close upon the crushing 
defeat of Solferino, Francis Joseph 
had to renounce Lombardy in favor 
of France, who then turned the 
province over to Piemont. 
Maximilian had the dreary satis- 
faction of seeing his gioomiest 
prophecies fulfilled. He was, in a 
sense, almost pleased to exchange 
the viceroyal palace of Milan for his 
seaside castle, Miramar, at Trieste. 
Here he lived in happiness with his 
beautiful and -brilliant young wife. 
He continued in command of the 
Austrian fleet, which was practically 
his creation. It was not an easy 
job. Francis Joseph did not care 
much for the navy, but could not 
, refrain from meddling with it. Max-

He was an exceptionally able and 
energetic mun, of unusual honesty 
and selfless patriotism, but also cruel 
and ruthless.

No less grave an obstacle was the 
avowed hostility of the United 
States. which viewed the whole proj- 
ect ax a challenge and a menace. 
When the news of Maximilian’s can- 
didacy was announced Secretary of 
State Seward addressed a note to the 
British, French and Spanish Govern- 
ments, saying in effect that the at- 
tempt to set up an empire in Mexico 
would be regarded by the” United 
States as a hostile act and that Max- 
imilian’s opponents could count on 
the sympathies of the American 
Government. 

However, Napoleon. Il. and with 
him the majority of European poli- 
ticians were firmly convinced that 
the Civil War. which was then rag- 
ing. would end with the victory of 
the South, and they hoped that Max- 
imilian might reach a working agree- 
ment with the Confederacy against 
the -ecommen-menace from the North.

The issue of the renunciation of 
Maximilian's rights as an Archduke 
precipitated a battle.

The Emperor himself had gone down 
to Miramar to settle the matter. 

On April 9, 1864, Francis Joseph. 
with Maximilian’s renunciation in 
his pocket, stood on the platform of: 
the little station at Miramar, ready 
to board the train back to Vienna. 
Suddenly he turned around. A most 
unusual thing happened. Francis 
Joseph was overcome with emotion. 
Tears were in his eyes as he threw 
his “arms open and exclaimed, 
“‘Max!** The two brothers embraced 
each other. Francis Joseph mounted 
his car and the train rolled out. 
They never saw each other again. 
The next day a small delegation of 
Mexicans appeared at Miramar and 
prociaimed Maximilian Emperor. 


The Protocol Is Repudiated 

Maximilian had signed the docu- 
ment in which he renounced’ his 
rights as a member of the House of 
Hapsburg. But-he would not have. 
been what he was had he not re- 
pented it immediately. On board.

UZZLING, despite its furious 

vogue at the moment, is no 

new thing. Through the ages 

it runs, with each age setting 

for itself its own brand 
of riddle. 

Although the oross-word puzzie of 
the present itself is somewhat .of a 
recent innovation, puzzles of the 
enigmatic kind, riddies, acrostics and 
other. such entertaining mental 
teasers are as old as the written | 
word. Older, in fact; for riddles and 
perplexing intellectual traps of: vari- 
ous sorts were undoubtedly — crigi- 
nated and passed on by word of 
mouth since prehistoric times. 

Nor, be it understoo@, were thése 
puzzles of the simple and lowly type 
that one might be led to expect. In- 
leed, were the truth known,they were 
often even more difficult of solu- 
tion than the cross-word puzzle of 
1924. Some of the riddles that have 
come down to us today defy solu- 
tion;. and there are others that, 
according to the best available gossip 
of the ancients, never were guessed 
ata = 

The legend that Homer, the im- 
mortal bard of Greece, wandered 
unrecognized and outcast through 
the streets, to die finally of starva- 
tion—this legend grows pale before 
the equally authentic tale that the 
poet died from chagrin- because he 
could not guess the answer to the 
following riddle: 


What we caught we threw 
away; what we could not catch 
we kept. 


Basis of the Legend 


Seriously speaking, the legend 
holds water for three reasons. First, 
because, as every one knows, human 
nature never changes, and Homer 
was human—therefore susceptible to 
dying from unsolved putzies. Sec- 
ond, because Plutarch himself tells 
this scandalous bit of gossip about 
the bard. _Third, because one knows 
from ancient Greek writings that the 
enigma, its composition in rhymed 
form and its solution formed a pop- 
ular indoor pastime of the Greek 
intellectuals. Prizes were given at 
banquets for the best enigma of the 
evening and for its solution. 

Some of these riddles persist in al- 
most identical form today, and can 
be found wandering about the lonely 
shores of Brittany and in Germany 
and Gascony, causing confusion and 
strife among the inhabitants. 

History is full of riddles and allu- 
sions to them. They are like legends, 
like folklore, coming often from ob- 
scurity, and being passed on by word 
of mouth for gencrations until they 
are finally caught by some stubborn 
antiquarian and imprisoned in type. 

A notable example is the cattle 
problem of Archimedes. Luckily for 
posterity, he sent it in a letter to 
one Eratosthenes, the Cyrenian. That 
Eratosthenes was .: fi of. Archi- 
medes is doubtfui; perhaps a grudge 
prompted this master problem. Nor 
is it known whether the receiver 
ever found the solution. Its working

In Exhibition of Graphic Art at J. B. Neumann's Print Room, 


*£ December exhibition at 
J. B. Neumann’s print room 
(it lasts through the first 


week of January) is given 
to a “Modern History of the 
Graphic Arts." Miniatures of the 
Middle Ages. early woodcuts. impres- 
sionistic etchings. the first litho- 
sraphs of Germany, Engiand and 
France, and the newer movements 
in America and Europe, with pho- 
tography included, constitute the 
modern history. Some of the old 
things in the exhibition have a much 
more modern aspect than many of 
the new things. There are many 
quite amazing cross-references in 
style. Who would expect that Henry 
Fuseli would turn up with more than 
a second cousin likeness to Matisse? 
Yet here he is with a lithograph, a 





lady seated on a sofa—true Matisse 
subject. also, combining with a fine 
sweep of the main lines and a rich 
modeling of the figure a sprightly 
scheme of short lines and curved. 
lines playing along different paths 
and enlivening the surface pattern 
in the new familiar way. Apart 
from this superficial likeness it is a 
fine little work, and more or less 
justifies Blake in his ardent praise 
of Fuseli as an ‘‘invulnerabie” 
artist and another contemporary in 
calling him a hundred years ahead 
of his time. 


_ The Student's Opportunity 


The student of a modern history of 
graphic art has every opportunity 
under Mr. Neumann’s expert direc- 
tion to study in a logical and sys- 
tematic manner with his eye on dates 
and schools and rarities. He may 
look at the solemn little early wood- 
cuts, especially that one in which 
angels blow heroic trumpets and the 
sea quite terribly. gives up its dead; 
he may look at the miniatures of 
religious scenes and reflect upon 
their reality and sweetness and calm 
that possessed the souls of painters 
working in some monastic seclusion; 
he may in the course of his progress 
note the Fischer lithograph approx- 
imatély contemporary with the Fu- 
seli, and the conscious arabesque of 
tree, hair and feathers, all uniting In

In this béautiful little exhibition 
‘you may pass by ever so many 


worthy things to pause at the Re- 
don, an astonishing Redon with none 
of the hallmarks of an applied mysti- 
cism, yet one which you recognize 
at once as the work of the master 
by the whites that stab your vision 
with their purity. Medium is etch- 
ing, subject, “‘A Fight."" And it is 
a fight, indeed. Conflict everywhere.

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RUSSIA REVEALED IN PEASANT SONGS | 








“Yesterday a cook was I, 
Stewing beans and peas— 


By ELIAS TOBENKIN 
ONG and satire have returned 
to Russia. While the wor- 
ried Ministries of Europe won- 
der what attitude to take to- 
ward the Soviet régime the Russian 
Pp ts have b so accustomed 
to their new Government that they 
dare joke about it. 

From time immemorial the peas- 
ants have made rhymes about the 
priests, the village authorities, the 
“Father Tsar’’ and the national poli- 
uicians, These rhymes are mostly of 
four lines each and are called “cha- 
tushki.’’ In merry or plaintive tones 
they reflect the state of mind of the 
peasant and his reaction to events. 
Students of Russian history look 
upon these bits of folksong as a sig- 
nificant guide to the times. 

The Soviet Government has col- 
lected and published several] volumes 
of stanzas that have been recited and 
sung in Russia in the last ten years. 
All of the world-shaking events in 
that period, the great war, the revo- 
lution, the epidemics and the fam- 
ines, are touched upon in these pop- 
ular quatrains. 

From the stanzas it is seen that the 
peasants, though still illiterate, are 
no longer ignorant of other countries 

- and of civilizations superior to their 
own. Every village has its young

Some _ wanderers 
have gone even to 
America, so that 
the most benighted 
of Russia's ‘‘earth 
scrapers,” as the 
easants are some- 
t called, have 
a! notion of what 
‘a New York sky- 
" -seraper looks like, 
and they discuss 
tractors and air- 
planes understand- 
ingly. 

Apparently, the 
Bolshevist Gov- 
ernment is less 
sensitive to criti- 
cism than it was 

a few years ago. The volumes of 
songs contain many a biting refrain 
about the Communist rule, the Sov- 
iets and the Commissars, local and 
national. Some of the laws promul- 
gated by the new authorities are 
viewed with approval, but here and 
there amazement is expressed in 
sharp, satiric thrusts. 


Marriage and Divorce 


Divorce, for instance, was un- 
known in peasant FR until in- 
troduced by the Bolsheviki. If a 
peasant did not love his wife, his 
only recourse was to beat’ her or 
otherwise mistreat her until she 
died. Songs about ‘‘old and terrible”’ 
husbands abound’ in Russia. The 
Bolsheviki have made divorce easy; 
they have taken marriage away 
from the Church and made it a State 
matter. The local Soviet performs 
marriages and grants divorces quick- 
ly and without fuss. 

The p ts are puzzled at first; 
the novelty of the thing stirs their 
imagination, and they sing: 


Never mind the village priest 
If you wish to marry. 

Hippity hop to the Government shop, 
And ask for the Commissary. 





But easy marriage means easy di- 
vorce. The women become appre- 
hensive: 








Girls, girls, have a care 

When a wooing men you meet. 
There’s a s¢paration office 

Just down the street, 

There are those who abuse the 
new matrimonial laws. Thus: 
Marriage bonds were_binding, very, 

In the days of yore. 

Now a Commissar may merry 
times or more. 

The woman who has had harsh 
treatment from her husband under 
the old laws finds life better under 
the new. Perhaps her husband is a 
bit uneasy lest he lose a perfectly 
good wife, now that a way is opened 
for her to escape if she wishes. She 
sings ironically: 

Once my good man ate the meat 


I wonder what's the matter. 


In one stanza a woman complains 
that love in Russia has dispensed 
with the rosary and the church altar. 
On the other hand, there is the giri 
who accepts her lover’s new political 
faith ardently. 

My sweetheart is a Bolskevik, 

+7 cannot tell you why; 

But since he is a Bolshevik, 

Then Bolshevik am I. 


When man and wife hold opposing 
views about the Soviet system. 
trouble follows: 

My husband is a Communist, 

Non-pertisan am I, 
And oh! what a life we lead, 
And how the children cry! 


The revolution has turned the 
peasant village topsy-turvy, the old 
officials have been cast out and new 
leaders take charge. The head of 
the village Soviet may be chosen 
from among the poorest inhabitants. 
At first the peasants were inclined 
to jeer, as when they sang: 

Yesterday a cook was I,

Lampooning the Clergy 


There are ribald songs about the 
committees and the commissions 
that are sent into the provinces by 
the Central Government at Moscow, 
yet they appear in the Soviet col- 
lection. And there are lampoons on 
the one class in Russia that the 
peasants never weary of ridiculing, 
namely, the clergy. Quatrians about 
the priests are numberiess. Ap- 
parently, every village has its-own 
little Rasputin who mixes religious 
mysticism with conviviality. We 
read: 

Old Pope Peter 
Drinks vodka by the pail. 
Some say he is « thief 
Who ran away from jail. 


Yet there are quips against the 


Signing my decrees.” 


Communists for their attacks on the 
clergy. One such is: 


A Bolshevist in agony 
Upon his deathbed lay. 

“Hurry up the priest!’’ he cried; 
“I dread the Judgment Day!’’ 


The genera! hatred of the middle 
class finds expression in verses 
mocking or savage. One example: 


Roly-poly Bourgeoisie, 
With your hidden gold, 

Don’t go near the river— 
You might find it cold. 


There are folksongs that recall the 
Czar, the slaughter of the great war 
and the adventures of soldiers in the 
smaller wars that Russia has waged 
since the Revolution. And there are 
lines that echo the spirit of defeat- 
ism that seized the Russian people 
after their crushing routs at Tan- 
penbety and the Masurian Lakes. 


Inadequate and fleeting as these 
songs are, they have a wide circula- 
tion by word of mouth throughout 
Russia.. Every one knows them and 
passes them along. They are a part 
of the intellectual currency of the - 





realm, 
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THE VILLAGE 
OF QUIET 


T remains for New Ashford, the 
second smallest town in Massa- 
chusetts, to look, uncontami- 
nated, upon a world enslaved 

by the inventions of modern aci- 
ence. New Ashford has never 
had a railroad. a trolley car or a 
telegraph office. Wood only is 
burned in village stoves. New 
Ashford has for three succeeding 
national elections been the first town 
in the United states to give out the 
result of its Uresidential vote. Its 
total population numbers eighty-one 
persons. 

For over a hundred years the dis- 
trict school has been the scene of all 
town meetings and community fes- 
tivities, for this Massachusetts set- 
tlement has never had a town hall. 
Nor has the village church, »uilt in 
1830, ever heard the heavy chords of 
a wedding march. The last resident 
minister left the parish nearly thirty 
years ago, Outward manifestations 
at least of a religious life seem to 
have died out of New Ashford 
entirely. That religion was part of 
its first chapter, however, is evident 
from the record of a meeting held 
a hundred years ago in the barroom 
of the town’s ancient tavern at 
which devout citizens contributed 
$1,228 toward the organization of a 
«hureh society. The Methodists have 
always heid the centre of the stage 
in New Ashford circles and have had 
the power, so it is written, to oust 
any other denomination. 

Sheep raising was an important 
mdustry among the village's first 
farmers. In fact, it is said, that 
during the past ‘quarter century 
more county money has been paid to 
New Ashford farmers than to those 
of any other Berkshire town, and a 
saying has come down through gen- 
erations of clerks in the County 
Treasurer's office at Pittsfield that 
“no sheep ever died a natural death 
in New Ashford.” 

Civie activity once centred round a 
post office, a limekiln, a cider mill, 
a“ saw and grist mill and a shoe tan- 
nery. Now most of ‘these gathering 
places for town gossips have passed. 
And today, except for the purr of 
motor cars over the smooth State 
road, New Ashford is ag quiet as it 
was eighty years ago when Josh 
Billings wrote, “ft is so still in New 
Ashford that one can hear a feather 
drop on a bluejay’s tail.” 

But this. Berkshire village among 
the pleasant hills bad its day of won-. 
der. A day when a discovery in a 
nearby cave created so much scien-, 
tific interest that no less an author-, 
ity than Harvard University sent one 
of its learned entomologists to search | 
for further data. Baker Cave was 
the objective of the searcher after 
facts—a cave famous in the leg- 
endary. history of the town as the 
rendezvous of Tories. For the first 
time in a century the cave was ex- 
plored in 1920. Clinging to its walls 
were found objects of the scientists’ 
delight—“‘red-headed bats and lily- 


white crickets.” 
QO birds, for the Public Library 

of New York attracts hundreds 
of pigeons. The birds nest in crev- 
ices about the classic pediments, sit 
on the shoulders of the statues that

From Salt take lifeless peaks rise 
out-of the salt, while the vapor hov- 
ers ¢ver a region out of Dante's 
Inferno. Over the Great Salt desert 
the railroad tracks extend for miles 
in an absolutely straight fine into- 
the mountains beyond. We begin 
climbing steadily to 9,000 feet and 
strike rain, snow and sleet, accom- 
panied by thunder and lightning, 
which streaks the sky fike ribbons 
of purple confetti.

“Don't you see that I 
have company,” he said—and with a 
quick gesture tore the card across 
and dropped the pieces on the floor. 
There is naturally no means of 
knowing whose card suffered such 
ignominy.

And when he 
will not——. It might just as wel! 
have been the card of the person 
who, by luck and M. Clemenceau’:

By the Spring of 1866 Maximilian 
knew that he had lost. His domin- 
jon reached just as far as the bayo- 
nets of the French Expeditionary 
Force. When Napoleon recalled his 
battalions, Maximilian’s tragic end 
was a foregone conclusion. The 
American Civil War ended, against 
expectation, with victory for the 
North, and the United States would 
not tolerate an empire next door. 

Chariotte, who had in the ordeal of 
the past two years exhibited the 
courage ahd devotion of a heroine, 
now decided on a last desperate step. 
She sailed for Europe and almost 
literally threw herself at Napoleon’s 
feet, begging support for her un- 
happy husband.

She paints in glow- 
ing colors Maximilian’s ultimate tri- 
umph, when, after the terrible trials 
of all these years, he would emerge 
victorious, make Mexico the greatest 
power in the world and himself the 
ruler of the earth. She compiains 
that Napoleon III. tried to poison 
her with a glass of orangeade. Then 
she proceeded to Rome, to implore 
the Pope for help. The Pope .as- 
sured her of all his sympathy, but 
what could he do to save Maxi-

TRAGIC ADVENTURE OF AN EMPEROR 


‘| and locked herself up in her apart- 


ment, .Early next morning she 
Tushed bareheaded to the palace, 
forced her way into the Pope’s pres- 
ence and begged him, on her knees, 
to save her from the agents of 
Napoleon who surrounded her on 
every side and wanted to kill her. 
The Pope helped her on her feet and 
had her escorted home. That was 
the end of Chariotte. Her poor tor- 
tured brain snapped under the terri- 
ble stress, and for over half a cen- 
tury she lived at Bouchout Castle in 
Beigium, with her spirit shattered, 
fighting an endless battle against the 
dark-winged terrors of her diseased 
imagination. 

On Feb. 10, 1867, Maximilian, 
with a handful :of loyal troops and 
half a dozen Generals retired to the 
smali fortified town of Queretaro. 
On the night of the 15th of May the 
Juarist forces were admitted to the 
town by one of Maximilian’s offi- 
cerg, Colonel Lopez. The traitor, 
conscience-stricken, had _ stipulated 
that Maximilian should be allowed 
to escape, but the Emperor missed 
his opportunity by refusing to flee 
without his beloved General Mejia. 
As he was searching for the iatter 
he was surrounded by. the Juarists 
and taken prisoner. At the order of 
the Dictator Juarez, he was tried 
and convicted of high treason and 
sentenced to death, together with 
Generals Miramon and Mejia. 

. The tast of Maximilian’s story is 
told in a letter written by an Eng- 
lish officer in Maximilian's army, 
Captain Berle Bertie Marriott, to 
Marie, Duchess of Baden. The latter 
transmitted the report to the Arch- 
duchess Sophie, Maximilian’s mother, 
and the document was recently dis- 
covered in the imperial archives at 
Vienna. Captain Marriott's report 
on Maximilian’s execution is given 
in part: 

‘‘As the three doomed men were 
led. from the Capuchin monastery 
the Emperor turned on the threshold 
to his counsel Ortega with the 
words: ‘What a beautiful sky! I 
have always wished for a day like 
this for my @eath!* They were ail 
clad in black and each mounted a 
cart with his confessor, under the 
escart of 4,000 men. On the spot of 
the execution itself they dismounted 
and the Emperor, smiling, his head 
held erect and of a firm tread, shook 
the dust off his clothes. He asked 
for the soldiers of his firing party 
and gave each an ounce of gold with 
the request to aim at his heart. The 


party approached the Emperor and 
expressed fear lest the latter should 
die with a grudge against him be- 
cause he gave the order to fire. 
“Muchacho,’ the Emperor answered, 
‘a soldier must obey his orders. I 
thank you for your sympathy, but 
{ demand that you should carry out 
your orders.’ 


The Emperor Speaks 


“Thereupon the Emperor ap- 
proached General Miramon and 
Mejia and embraced them heartily 
with the words ‘Soon we shall meet 
in another world." The Emperor, 
who was in the centre, said to Mira- 
mon: ‘General, a hero is admired 
even by monarchs, and before death 
I want to yleld to you the place of 
honor.” And he ted him into the 
centre. Turning to Mejia, the Em- 
peror said, ‘General, that which is 
not rewarded on earth will surely be 
rewarded in heaven.’ 

‘““The Emperor now stepped {for- 
ward a little and spoke with a firm 
voice and remarkable calm: 

** “Mexicans! Men of my estate 
.and origin, animated by sentiments 
like mine, are destined by Provi- 
dence to be either the benefactors of 
their peoples or else their martyrs. 
When I came into your midst I had 
no afterthought. I came, invited by 
well-meaning Mexicans, like those 
swho totlay sacrifice themselves for

cémforted by the thought that I have 
done good as far as it was given to 
me, and that Iam not abandoned 
by my beloved and faithful Generals. 
May my blood be the last to be shed 
and may it help to restore peace to 
my unhappy adopted fatherland.” 
“He stepped back and with one 
foot a little forward, his eyes raised 
to the skies, he pointed with his hand 
to his breast and calmly awaited 
‘death.’’ 
The Emperor Maximilian was exe- 
euted on the 19th of June, 1867. 
His body arrived a few weeks later 
at Trieste on board the same frigate, 
Novara, which three years before 
had taken him out to conquer the 
Western World: — 


Napoleon Is Feted 


On the 18th of August there was 
a great celebration in the Austrian 
City of Salzburg. The Emperor 
Francis Joseph received in state the 
Emperor of the French, Napoleon 
Iil., and the Empress Eugénie, the 
couple whose ambitious folly had 
lured Maximilian to his death. On 
this occasion the name of Maximilian 
was noi mentioned and the two 
Emperors assured each other of ever- 
lasting affection and friendship, 

On the-30th of. September, 1867— 
not two months had passed since the 
body of Maximilian lay on the field 
at Queret the Emp Francis: 
Joseph addressed the following Jetter 
to his best friend and cousin, the 
Crown Prince Albert of Saxony: 


Laxenburg; 
10th September, 1867. 
Dearest Albert: . 

Even in this year of sorrow and 
mourning I take the liberty to an- 
nounce to you that, unless pre- 
vented by unforeseen business, I 
shall hunt’ at Ischl from the 25th © 
of September until about the 12th 
of October, and that Sisi and I 
should be very happy to see you 
there. It would surely do you 
good to forget all this grief and 
worry in the midst of the beauti- 
ful mountains, and -even though 
our old hunting crowd has been 
‘bereft ‘by the Geath of our best 
hunter and faithful friend we shall 
still be able to have-good shooting. 
It seems to me it is only a dream 
when one thinks that he is. not 
with us any more, that he shall 
never again hunt with us. Every 
stone reminds of the unforgettable 
friend, and one still believes that 
he will appear among us in the old 
familiar places. 

Nando is in’ Ischi and will be 
there shooting all Summer. Gackel 
will arrive a little later, as he is 
still shooting stags at Bayrisch 
Zell on the grounds he has rented 
after Max, so you will be sure to 
find good company. Quarters will 
be ready for you, and one gentie- 
man in the villa. In the sure hope 
to see you with us, and asking for 
an early reply, I am,

“For some years it has Seat part of 
my work as well as my privilege to know 
personally some of ‘the people whose 
storiés have -appéared from ‘time to 
timé among the Hundred Neediest Cases. 
What has been the outcome in these 
homes to which Tnwes readers have seen 
fit 40.extend a hand of help in; time of 
distress? What has been the riturh on 
the. investment made by those who read 
their stories and’ made:angwer? 

“In one of the newer suburban dis- 
tricts of New’ York is a’ . little home on 
which payments will be completed, if 
all continués. well, in two. more. years. 
The family living there consists of a 
mother, a daughter, 24, and two sons, 22 
and 20. Back in 1916 things were much*% 
different with the family. The father 
after a nine months’ fight with tubercu- 
losis had died. . Both parents had 
worked hard and. saved a little money, 
with the education of their children in 
mind. But the father’s illness had eaten 
up all the savings, and now mother and 
children were> left to make their way 
alone. 

‘In spite: of the outlook ahead, “the 
mother chung to the: ambition to educate 
her children. The girl was in her third 
year of high school, one boy im ‘his 
first, and the third child in grammar. 
The mother moved into/a cheaper house 
and went out to do day’s work. One 
day she was taken fil, and in that way 
her plight got.to the A. I. C. P._ It was 
decided to present her Story to the read- 
ers of THe Times Neediest Cases, and 
Money, .was thus .secured’ to give the 
plucky little woman a-chance to regain 
her health and to enable the children to 
continue at: school,. 


What One Gift Meant. 


‘The. girl was graduated and at the 
end of a year at work and earning $90 
@ month (this'in 1918). The oldést boy 
had gone to work,. continulfig ‘his edu- 
cation at evening school.:: Together the 
two helped the third boy. It wads the re- 
sponse made ‘by THE Times readers. in 
that Décember of 1916 that*helped this 
family over the immediate obstacle that 
stood between them and the‘rdadl to'self- 
support and independence.

money had t6 be abandoned, ‘ Thus there 
was the artist who was willing to con- 
tribute the rear room of his enormous 
studio as a stage and audftorium. His 
willingness left him when it. wag evident 
that the new organization might’ accept 
his offer. An old stable next door to the 
Liberal Club was regarded: hopefully as 
the site for the newer and better things 
in the theatre, but the New York City 
Fire and Building Departments: offered 
unsurmountable bourgeois argumente. 

At this point Mr. Philipp enters’ the 
story. He had tried in vain to interest 
the German-speaking audiences of New 
York in his plays—such things as

They included William Pennington and 
Dudley Tucker, employes in a publish- 
ing concern; Lucy Huffaker; a news- 
paper reporter; Josephine Meyer, an fil- 
lustrator and writer; Daisy Thompson, 
proprietress of a gift shop; Walter 
Frankl, a painter, and Ralph Roeder, a 
translator and magazine writer. * 

In some way, mostly through the. tire- 
less toll of Edward Goodman, who was 
chosen director, the talents of these 
people werd turned to uses for the the- 
atre. All concerned worked without pay, 
or hope for pay, and the small essential 
outlays of cash Were met by contribu- 
tions of $50 each from Tucker and Lang- 
ner. 

On the night of Feb. 19, 1915, the firet

Miss Marvenga, {t should be 
pretty generally known by now, is the 
Kathie of ““The Student Prince’ at Jol- 
son's Fifty-ninth Street Theatre, to 
which the public is flocking in such 
numbers as to lead one to bélieve there 
is a rumor around town that the thing 
is being played in.

Miss Marvenga, to plunge at once into 
the biographical, was-~born in Bremen. 
Her first theatrical essays were into the 
field of grand and Hgeht opera and she 
made her début as a very young» girl 
witha small role in Mozart's ‘‘Magic 
Flute” at the Bremen Stadttheater. 

She continued with the Stadttheater 
enSemble for many seasons, progressing 
gradually to more important réles, and 
at last she became one of its best- 
known ‘ prima donnas. Among other 
réles, she fréquently sang Mitzi in 
“‘Blossom Time,” a staple of the organi- 
zation’s répertoire. 

“She became, too, somewhat. of a figure 
in, the production of Eugene d’Albert 
operas. Thus, at his request, she cre- 
ated the leading role in *’Tiefland” and 
‘“Revolutionshochzelt” and was. invited 
to sing in his ‘‘Die Toten Augen” as a 
guest-star of the Hanover Opera House. 

From Bremen Miss Marvenga went to 
the aforementioned Nollendorff Theatre 





in Berlin, (A Munich engagement, in 
1917, was contra for but never en- 
tered upon, chiefly because of what in 
the light of ry ag events must now be 
régarded as a dress rehearsal by the 
less lethargic Bavarian circles of the 
November revolution of 1918.) 

In Berlin Miss Marvenga sang in Kun- 
necke’s “‘Ehe im Kreise,"' “Wenn Liebe 
Erwacht,”’ “‘Verliebte Leute” and ‘Der 
Vetter aus. Dingsda.’’ the latter done 
here a season or two ago as ‘“‘Caroline.” 


In the Fall of 1022 Miss Marvenga 
arrived on one of these shores to appear 
in Mr. Woods's “The Naughty Diana.” 
But the piece never reached New-York 
—after seven weeks.on the road—and 
Miss Marvenga has spent the time be- 
tween thep and “The Student Prince’ 
in a variety of theatrical engagements— 
ranging from a brief season with the 
Ziegfeld Follies to concert tours through- 
out the West. 


ARL CARROLL, the youthful pro- 
Hy ducer of ‘Vanities’’ now showing 

in the theatre bearing his. name, 
began his career in Pittsburgh, where 
he. was .born on Sept. 21;°-1892. Hardly 
out of his swaddling clothes, Carroll 
was edifying his pals, and grown-ups 
also, with tingeniously contrived minia- 
ture productions: He was 10 years old 
when he made the rounds of the Pitts- 
burgh départment. stores . collecting. 
empty pasteboard boxes and the various 
miscellany found in such places, These 
hé managed te arrange, in some manner 
peculiar to his creative genfus, into a 
model theatre, stage settings and minia- 
ture characters, Mounting his playhouse. 
on a packing case in the cellar, he in- 
vited playmates to witness his pro- 
duction at 1 cent per head, 


With. considerable showmanship, he 
first put his customers In a good frame 
of. mind by mystifying then. with some’ 
of hig magic -This accomplished, the 
shéwman called the audiénce’s attention 
to his theatre. Cleverly manipulating 
the strings of his manikins, he brought 
forth howls of glee. With — mind to- 
ward future patronage, he sont the gang 
away happy by, revealing to them some 
of his tricks, 


earnest at 13 years of age, when he was 
attending Allegheny High, School. At 
night, instead of being at his books, he 
could be found at the Alvin Theatre giv- 
ing out programs, and in a short time 
he managed to achieve a job supervising 
the distribution of programs in all the 
Pittsburgh theatres. And so, Pittsburgh 
ambition achieved, he decided to leave 
the theatre and see the warld. 


When Carroll reached the mature age 
of 16 he arrived in Manila,.in.the Phillp- 
pine Islands, probably the youngest 
white boy to land there alone. His ex- 
perience in the ‘islands provided the in- 
spiration for his first pley, ‘“‘The Lady 


of the Night.” Tiring of Manila, he found | 


himself in Hongkong, China,’ a news- 
paper man, editing‘one of the few Eng- 
lsh newspapers there, called The Ty- 
Phoon. His journalistic venture lasted 
but two weeks. Out of a job again, but 
undismayed, the future producer took 
up missionary work, selling Bibles in 
the interior of China. 

Having spread the gospel in China, he 
decided to try his fortune in Japan. 
Among other things, he organized, man- 
aged and pitched for-a baseball team 
composed of eight Japanese and him- 
self. Flushed with the success of his 
team, Earl Carroll entered into negotia- 
tions with the New York: Giants and 
‘Yankees to come to Japan and play the 
leading native teams. But nothing came 
of his project. 

And so, tired of his Japanese sojourn, 
the young wanderer made trips to’ Port 
Said, Indo-China, Sahara Desert, Rome, 
and stopped for a breathing spell in 
Palestine. Here his travels were cut 
short when he received a cable- 
gram from. Pittsburgh notifying him of 
his grandfather's death and urging him 
to come home. He managed to reach 
New York somehow and took up his 
Uving on the east aide, practically 
penniless. 

Swallowing his pride, -he permitted 
himself to be induced to return to Pitts- 
burgh, where he accepted a job as treas- 
urer of the Nixon Theatre. , And then 
A. H. Woods called him to New York 
by accepting his play ‘“‘The Lady of the 
Night,’’. which . was, however, never 
produced, Out of a-job again, Carroll 





Carroll's theatrical career began in 


Ushing offices in New York of Leo 
Feist, pasting clippings in a scrap book. 
Within‘three months he was given com- 
plete charge: of the professional depart- 
ment. 

About this: time, ‘Enrico Caruso was 
casting about for a young poet to com- 
pose: some English lyrics for-him. With 
Caruso writing the music and Carroll 
the lyrics; they composed ‘‘Dreams of 
Long Ago,’’.-and othef popular num- 
bers, -Caruso’s. admiration for Carroll 
led him-to introduce the young ‘man té 
Elbert.. Hubbard, and- the three collab- 
orated en.an .operetta,. but Hubbard’s 
untimely déath om the Lusitania left 
their work. unfinished. 

By this time; Carroll's reputation as a 
composer and lyric writer had ‘spread 
considerably, . Oliver Morosco engaged 
him to write the music and lyrics for a 
new musical comedy, ‘The Pretty Mrs. 
Smith,” starring Fritz! Scheff. His 
next work for Morosco was one of his 
greatest successes, “So Long Letty,"’ 
starring Charlotte Greenwood, and tt 
ran for five years with ten touring 
companies. “Canary Cottage’ and ‘‘The 
Love Mill’’ were his final efforts for 
Morosco. 

The war interrupted his career; for 
Carroll immediately joined the army. 
He was assigned to the 77th Division 
and was later transferred to the avia- 
tion corps, where he was commissioned 
a first Heutenant and made into an in- 
structor In stunt “flying. Lieutenant 
Carroll's time was spent in the Texas 
‘camps and at Mineola, N. Y. 

Upon his discharge from the army, 
Carroll immediately entered the pon 
ing field, his first ventures being ‘ 
Lady of the Lamp” and a 
Dumplings.”

It is full of 
that strange, and to us, in truth, incom- 
prehensible Russfan spirit. which seems 
to weep over its own‘ pleasures and to 
salt its sorrows with an almost fero- 
cious joy. Stenka (which is the popular 
form for Stephen) Razine, celebrated 
pirate of the Volga, has captured a Per- 
sian princess of incoOmparable~ beauty, 
one .of those legendary, figures with 
which the ‘“‘Arabian Nights’? have made 
us familiar, whose charms no man can 
resist. “Seeing her, the: young man 
fell on the ground ahd ‘remained for a 
long while unconscious,” the Bastern 
storyteller would say. And so Sténka 
Razine, who is subjugated and becomes 
slave to love-for his captive. This exhi- 
bition of what in the eyes of his hardr 
boiled. crew ‘is. unforgivable weakness 
arouses the anger of the gang, which is, 
however, at first directed rather against 
the fair princess @han against the fallen 
hero. Also it arouses the fury of Sten- 
ka’s_ mistress, Aliona, who, with fiery 
temper, inflames the pirates into revolt. 
They accuse’ him of;the edwardly intent 
of abandoning them for a life of soft 
and contemptible luxury with the beau- 
tiful.. Persian. Stenka, moved by the 
reproaches of his men, is overcome by 
remorsé and;seizing his charmer, throws 
her overboard into the Volga. 


Deeply impressed by this proof op the 
part of. Stenkaof a return .to his-old 
forceful self “and’ at the same time re- 
lieved of the pernicious presence of the 
Persian beauty, the men arefree to let 
themselves. go ‘and to give way to one 
of those, wonderful outbursts of Rus- 
sian feeling. ‘They break into a sad 
lament at the fate.of the Princess and 
give themselves-over ta,the pure joys of 
abysmal: Slav sorrows.. But as nothing 
can really last, as nothing on this Rus- 
siam earth is permanent, the.joy of: sor- 
row quickly turns into mere joy. ‘of: en- 
joyment. Stenka Razine orders the 
lament to cease, and there begins one of 
those wild orgies of which the Rabelai- 
sian secret.seems to have been lost by 
Western civilization. 

“Stenka: Razine’’ and a realization of 
a famous Russian paintingsby  Repine, 
called ‘“‘The Zaporogues,” are the two 
tableaux which stand out as most. mag- 
nificent in the program of the Chauve- 
Souris. ‘The Zaporogues” is one glori- 
ous byrst of color.and sound. One is 
almost overwhelmed by its monumental 
proportions. It is one of those tricks of 
the magicians of the Chauve-Souris 
which make one ask one’s self how it 
tan be possible for so big a thing to 
exist on so. small a stage. Ks coloring is 
due to the brush of Nicolas, Benois the 
younger, whose undoubted talent for 
stage decoration has largely -contribu- 
ted to the ‘perfection of the present pro- 
gTam- 

But Balieff is perhaps greatest when 
hé is laughing—or at least when he lets 
one see that he is laughing; for, one 
cannot help having a lurking suspicion 
that he is always laughing and that 
therein partly lies the secret of his 
power.

PATIENTS WORK 


IN FACTORY 


WHILE REGAINING HEALTH 





Plant Run by Committee for Jewish Tuberculous 
Enables Convalescents to Labor Such Hours 
, as Their Recovery Warrants. — 


FACTORY, Bx paged formally opened 
after seve ears of operation, is 
operated wholly by convalescent 

tuberculosis patients, who earn part of 
their support while regainirig their 
health, It is one of the activities of 
the Committee for the Care of the Jew- 
ish Tubercular, of which Fred M. Stein 
is the. Chairman. 

On. wéek days, when the niachines are 
whirring; it presents a gay and colorful 
picture. The materials over which the 
operatives bend—it is a needle shop— 
are many hued. Baskets are piled high 
with goéods that would make any wo- 
man stop and look. On a long table 9 
bolt of cloth is being stretched out and 
carefully laid layer upon layer to await 
the cutter’s electric knife, while the 
finished product, or at least- samples of 
it, harigs in @ press at, one end of the 
room, ready for exhibition. ‘There are 
aprons, white ones, blue ones, pink and 
yellow ones, and there are smocks and 
jackets, too, ‘but that is getting a leap 
ahead of the story. 

In this factory of good cheer work is 
run on a novel basis: It is a prescrip- 
tion, If. there is a time clock—and it 
is to be presumed that there is one—it is 
for the purpose of keeping ‘the employe 
at his job a Hmited amount of time in- 
stead of ful] time. 


The hundred men and women. occu- 
pied in the “health’’ factory—located In 
the upper regions of the Bronx, where 
sunshine and fresh air are not at a pre- 
mium—are passing through a stage of 
what might be termed industrial conva- 
lescence. Under supervision of doctor and 
nurse they are gradually fitting them- 
selvesto become again a part of the 
normal social structure, They ure bridg- 
ing over the months that it takes for the 
average patient who has been discharged 
from a hospital to regain his vitality 
so that he may shoulder the responsi- 
bility of @ full-time job without injury 
to himself. 

The originator of the idea was Mr. 
Stein. About fourteen years ago he re- 
tired from active business to devote his 
entire leisure to his hobby, social ser- 
vice. He already knew much. of the 
problems bred in city tenements, for he 
had. been closely associated with the 
Federated Hebrew Charities and was a 
director of the Montefiore Hospital. His 
attention was attracted to the ill fate 
of the discharged patient, parficularly 
to the tuberculous. Many were con- 
firmed hypdchondriacs; others, in the 
attempt to support thelr families, re- 
turned to their old jobs, which in most 
cases were injurious to their health. 
Most of these unfortunates, through no 
fault of their own, usually broke down 
in a comparatively. short time, finding 
themselves at the point from which they 
started, or worac,

Guard Against Infection. 


The committee of-men back of the or- 
ganization has seen te it that every 
precaution was taken to’ guard against 
infection. When the factory received 
an order for blouses for the army, 
naval and ‘military -medical- specialists 
inspected it. and pronounced that 
hygienically the plant was perfect. 

Mention has been, made of the fact 
that at the start operatives are em- 
ployed from two to three hours a. day. 
If at the end of a week they show that 
they can stand a longer session without 
injury their time allotment is increased. 
This method is. followed until a full 
day is reached. The worker is kept on 
at that rate for at least six months

and never more than a year. The av- 
érage duration. of eniployment in th 
‘health’ factory. is three years. 

The factory was cotistructed at a 
cost of $150,000; $100,000 of which was 
donated by the United Building Fund, 
a@ portion of the remaining $60,000 by 
private donations... There js still $30,000 
to be raised, according to Mr.’ Stein: 
In 1923 the factory sales amounted to 
about. $140,000 and the- wages’ paid to 
about $40,000... The committee expended 
in subsidies to keep up the family —~ 
comé some $23,000. 

‘In the undertaking we have earned 
on up to the present time we have con- 
cerned ourselves only with the tuber- 
culous,”” said Mr, Stein. “We tackled 
the most difficult problem at the start 
and have proven that it can be suc- 
cessfully carried ‘out. I hope soon to 
turn our attention to the. cardiacs— 
those suffering <from heart disease, 
Then we might branch out to the men- 
tally. deficient and to those afflicted 
with chonic diseases, for whom we could 
arrange permanent employment. I am 
convineed that we could help many of 
life’s handicapped back to a normal 
self-respecting, self-supporting . exist- 
énce.”’

OF OLD AZTEC TRADITION 





sHE Aztec account. of thé Virgin 

of Tepeyac is recalled by a recent 

Gable to.

It is the story of the:imege of the 
Virgin Mary which is enshrined ‘in the 
Chureh of Guadalupe, two miles north- 
east .of -Mexico..City, overlooking Lake 
Texcoco. There on Dec. 12 the 390th 
annual. pilgrimage from all parts of the 
republic will be made .by the natives to 
commemorate the Virgin’s apparition on 
the. Hill: of. Tepeyac. fn /1531, when she 
impressed her imagé upon the manta of 
a “humble: Indian. 

The assemblage of edifices, each 
greater than its predecessor, composing 
the Shrine of Guadalupe, from the First 
Capilla in 1534 to the great Colegiata in 
‘2749, were built to attest the super- 
natural origin of the image. The Arch- 
bishop of Mexico, in his: report’ of ‘the 
apparition sent .to Rome, referred to: it 
as “the historic event of ‘the Sainted 
Mothe? of “the Lord in» thé Hill-of 
Tepeyac.’”” In June, 1740, the Cabildo 
Vaticano declared: “‘The image deserves 
among those worthy by antiquity, mira- 
cles and by. popular devotion, to be 


* honored with a crown of. gold.” 


The apparition was first reported by 
Juan Diego and confirmed by ‘his uncle, 
Juan Bernardino, to Fray Juan de Zu- 
mérraga, the first Bishop of Mexico, 
who, after investigating the circum- 
stances, published them by. notices in 
the. churches, the City Hall and the Ti- 
anguis,Indian markets. The occurrence 
causedgreat excitement among the na- 
tives, who came‘ by thousands to gee the 
image that had'.been placed on public 
view in ‘the cathedral. An account of 
the wonderful events appéared in a 
Mexican hieroglyph manuscript by an 
unknown Aztec author under the “title, 
‘The Virgin of Tepeyac.’"" It met with 
such favor that numerous’ copies were 
made as early as 1532-3) it (was ar 
rangéd in measure and became @ popular 
chant among the natives of Mexico and 
the villages of the valley, 


Bishop Was Skeptical, 


Following ‘is a brief suey of jae 
Aztec account; 

At sunrise on Satupday, Dec. 12, 1531, 
an Indian going from his mountain vil- 
lage. Cuautitlan to attend mass -at 
Tlatelolco was passing, Tepeyac, over- 
looking the valley, when he saw an en- 
chanted ‘patch of cloud and, rainbow 
above his path and heard a~woman’s 
voice as gentle as the songs of birds 
that filled his heart with ecstasy and 
peace... He inquired -within his’ heart 
what the mystery could be as. he'started 
up ‘the -hill, but ‘hesitated whether to 
proceed: .The voice, ¢alling. him by 
name, told him to’ come nearer. 

Approaching the enchanted spot, he 
beheld a-.woman of divine tenderness, 
who said, “My son, I am Mary the 
Mother of Jesus, the. true; Christ, and I 
Jove: you. It isimy wish'that a temple 
should be built in this place, dedicated 
to all’ ‘who love one another and who 
seek me in their labors and affliction, 


that I may console them and bring} - 


theni relief. To: carry out. my purpose, 
go to. the bishop. at his residence in 
the city .and tell him ‘what you Have 
seen. and ,heard’and that I have’ sent 
you to tell: him to build’a temple on 
this .site.. And admonish’ him’ to’ use 
the diligence that my work requires.’’ 
Humbled: by 'the ‘importance of hie’ 
nifeaion, he ‘hastened ito the palace, but 
the servants kept him waiting a long, 
while, ’ The . bishop discredited “his 
story, j{Discouraged, he returned to 
Tepeyac and told the Gentle Mother. of 
his failure, which. he attributed to his | cl 
lowly ‘station. She Ustened with pa- 
tience. and rep that ‘she ‘was ‘not 
without others shey-could sénd, 
but she desired that he pen execute 
repeat 
her, message ta the. bishop. This he 
did>the following day; which was Sun- 
Pe but york ‘told, that. it was ‘useless 


On reaching his home he found his 
uncle ill with..a malignant fever. He 
nursed him during the night. and“ spent 
most of the next day seeking a doctor: 
Though he found’ one, the remedies af- 
forded no relief and his uncle, realizing+ 
that death was approaching, begged him 
to get a priest. He left at daybreak and 
as the day began to. clear reached the 
point above which the Virgin first ap- 
peared, Barely had he passed a little 
spring .at the left of the trail and 
reached ‘a large cottonwood tree when 
he met her. Explaining his mission, he 
assured her he was not feigning a. rea- 
son for disobedience. She told him not 
to grieve over his uncle’s sickness, as it 
was incident to her mission; that even 
then his uncle was cured. He kneeled 
before her in gratitude and asked that 
he might be sent to the bishop with the 
token she had promised. She told him 
to go on the hill where she had first 
talked with him and cut the roses he 
would find there and bring them to her. 
He obeyed, although knowing that flow- 
ers did not grow there because it was 
rocky. Arriving at the summit he was 
astonished to find 4 patch of the beau- 
tiful roses of Castile. Using his manta 
as the natives do, he cut; the roses until 
the manta was filled, and t them, to 
the Virgin. She arranged theni in the 
manta’s, folds and said, ‘‘This, is the 
token that you shall deliver to the 
bishop. By the-~sign of the roses he 
shall' know it is. my will that he build 
my temple.”” The bishop, on receiving 
the roses, was astonished. to /see that, 
though covered with dew. as if freshly 
cut, they were not real, but formed a 
magic wreath about the image of the 
Virgin. 

Pronounced Supernatural. 


The following morning, with a retinue 
from the palace, Bishop Zumarraga went 
with Juan Diego to the places where he 
had seen and talked with the mother 
of Jesus, and on the spot where he had 
cut the roses crosses. were sét up with 
inscriptions of the wonderful events.’ On 
those two sites the first Capilla and the 
Capilla del Cerrito were built and re- 
main to this day, shrines for millions of 
worshippers. 
On March 13, 1666, in a juridical pro- 
ceeding before Viceroy Marquez de Man- 
céra and. a special commission of prorh- 
inent citizens of Mexico City to deter- 
mine whether the image was an ‘‘‘de in- 
Austria humana,” Miguel Cabrera, José 
‘do Ibarra, Manuel Osorio, Juan Patricio 
Ruiz, Antonio Vallejo, José de Alcibar 
and José. Ventura Arvaez, all celebrated 
in the history of painting in Mexico, and 
Proto-Medico Melgarejo and three other 
noted doctors, after ‘prolonged, minute, 
public inspection of the manta or tilma, 
its fibre, colors and substance, testified 
under oath that the Image was not a 
work of human art but of a superna- 
tural power. 
of other witnesses, legally certified; was 
forwarded to Rome by Cardinal Rospi- 
gliosi. -Pope Benedict, viewing,Cabrera’s 
copy of the image while thie’ noted prel- 
ate, Juan Francisco Lopez, related the 
circumstances. of the mppATiiome exe;

These conditions are 
giving rise to serious: complications in 
international affairs, 

Thé increasing industridlization of a 
nation increases its neéd for energy, re- 
sources and raw materiala No indus- 
trial nation is completely ‘setf-sufficient 
and the more it becomes industrialized 
the more dependent economically it be- 
comes on other parts of. the world. 

A nation may find within its own bor- 
ders an adequate supply or even an ex- 
portable surplus of raw materials. Na- 
tions in this position are at a decided 
advantage. It is the position of the 
United States with respect to copper, cot- 
ton, sulphur, lead and oil. (present: pro- 
duction) and the position of the British 
Empire with respect to jute,’ wool, nickel 
and asbestos. A nation, however, may 
be totally dependent upon imports for 
its supply of certain raw. materials. The 
British Empire is dependent on the Unit- 
ed States f4f its cotton, whereas the 
United States is dependent on the Brit- 
ish Empire for its rubber, tin oré and 
jute. 


America’s Needs. 


The dependency of American indus- 
tries upon foreign sources for a number 
6f essential raw materials has bgen 
brought out by the investigation be 
conducted at the present time under 
the direction.of -Herbert Hoover, Secre- 
tary of Commierce. They cover imported 
raw materials essential to American in- 
dustry which are beliéved to’ be under 
the control of foreign combinations and 
over which there is restraint of price 
or distribution. In a letter to Senator 
Capper, dated March 6, 1924, Mr, Hoover 
listed the following commodities thus 
controlled: Sisal, nitrates and iodine, 
potash, crude rybber and gutta percha, 
quinine, tin, mercury, coffee and que- 
bracho. 

Rubber has created the widest interest. 
None is produced in the United States, 
but Américan industries are the largest 














consumers. In 1922 restrictions on the 








export of rubber from the Federated 
Malay States went into effett. Their 











effect was to limit the amount of rubber 
in the international market. They were 
non-discriminatory in form, but were 
believed to be a particular ‘burden on 
the. American consumer. They furnished 
an “excelfent example of the use of na~- 

‘tional policy to further the interests of 
the producers of a product virtually con- 
trolled by one nationality and consumed 
in a large degreé by another, 

Ini Hke manner the British have become 
agitated over their dependence on the 
United States for raw cotton and the 
growing of cotton within the British 
Empire has been supported by both pri- 
vate and public funds. 

The two cases are essentially alike. 
Both British and American consumers 
are fearful and suspicious under .the 
nationalistic tendencies of modern world 
politics. Both desire to have the sup- 
plies‘of their raw materials under their 
political control, and, where: this ig not 
the case, they propose developing new 
supplies or the adoption of doubtful 
measures of retaliation. 

“Furthermore, a nation may find that, 
although produced to'some extent within 
4ts borders, it must import a portion of 
certain raw materials for its needs. In 
the ‘case of such materials the imposi- 
4 tion of an import becomes of great 
significance.

curity with regard to the raw materials 
in -quéstion. In the case of colonies un- 
der a nation’s complete political control, 
preferences are established in different 
ways for the purpose of giving the in: 
dustries of the mother country an ad- 
vantage in securing their supplies of 
essential raw materials. Preferential 
export taxes, for example, are Commonly 
associated with raw materials. 

In addition to the ‘more or less simple 
forms of commercial pdliey which have 
been mentioned, nations adopt) many 
other devices which are directed toward 
establishing. control! over rdw. materials 
essential to their industries. Govern- 
ments lend their support. and: encourage- 
meént to private interests which.seek by 
combination, by long-term contracts or 
by shipping control to establish security 
in their raw material supplies. They 
also aid in obtaining for their nations 
concessions from other Governments, 
particularly in the economically less ad- 
vanced parts of the world. 


Development by Comcessions., 


Coricessions ‘are: grants. by Govern- 
ments, under specified rules and limita- 
tions to private interests of the right to 
build railroads, ' exploit natural resources 
or otherwise develop the economic life 
of. a territory. They’ are particularly 
common in regions where Government 
control is weak and economic conditions 
are backward... By offering to capital 
inducements such as large profits and 
monopolies they attract to it regions it 
otherwise would not or could not profit- 
ably enter. The granting of a concession 
is an act of sovereignty, and ts often to 
a degree a transfer of limited sovereign 
power. Concessions so far as they relate 
to raw materials and power cover a wide 
range of grants. The principal classes 
are plantation, 
leum, water power and transportation 
concessions. 

If the United States.anda the British 
Empire, rich in natural’ resources, be- 
come excited over their partial depen- 
dence upon. foreign sources for a few 
raw materials, how much greater must 


. be the apprehension of countries like 


Germany, Japan and, Italy, much more 
largely restricted to such sources. It is 
futile to argué that the channels of in- 
ternational trade are usually open and 
that suppliés of raw materials are nor- 
mally available. It is not actual inabil- 
ity to get supplies or the question of 
price that present-the chief difficulty. It 
is rather the suspicion, often groundless, 
entertained by such countries that they 
are being gouged by a foreign combina- 
tion or that materials controlled by a 
foreign power may be cut off. . They 
want economic security and the knowl- 
edge that they have it. 

Fear and suspicion then are funda- 
mental forces of imperialism. Nor are 
their causes entirely imaginary. Many 
cases exist whefe nations have had to 
pay unreasonable prices, or where they. 
have been restricted in their efforts to 
obtain raw materials. The great war it- 
self demonstrated how really vital raw 
materials are in a long-drawn-out, strug- 
gle. Neverthdless, fears and suspicions 
are not always justified. . They. are 
themselves. one of the factors contrib-. 
uting to misunderstanding. Imperialism: 
will ¢ontinue so long as there is no ade- 
quate international guarantee assuring 
free access to necessary raw materials 
under all conditions. 


Power Does Not Mean Security. 


National power: and national security 
from one pdint of view appear to be 
synonymous conceptions. A nation pow- 
erful in industry, commerce, -finance 
and defense would appear to be secure. 
But, practically this has not proved true. 
The expansion of one country’s eco- 
nomic life and increases fh its army. 
and navy, force surrounding nations, if 
they desire to be sure’ of: their freedom, 
either. singly or in combination, to, match | 
this powerful State. ‘This in turn leads 
to furtiier efforts on the part of the 
first State. The result has. bden Insta- 
bility, uncertainty and insecurity. 

Evidently permanent international se- 
curity cannot be sought in temporary ex- 
pedients like ‘armaments. Rather is there 
needed: a set of firmly established prin-

The Open-Deer Policy. a. 
Certain obvious conclusions ‘may be 
drawn concerning the exploitation and 


world. Especially in the case of min- 
erals which/ are ‘non-reproducible or 
which - cannot» be reproduced. within a 
‘short space of time; world peace requires 
an. unrestricted opportunity to the citi- 
zens .of. all nations to séarch for them. 
In order to interest capital in exploita- 
tion it may ‘be necessary to permit ex- 
tensive exploration into new regions, but 
concessions’ for exploitation should con- 
fine the activities of one group to a lim- 
ited area, thus permitting new groups of 
capita Ito come in. ~ Exclusive: conces- 
sions over large areas defeat the policy 
of equal opportunity. Nothing, for ex- 
ample, can justify the grant of a con- 
cession for oil over an’ entire, province or 
over a territory. too large to exploit 
properly within ,a reasonably short pe- 
riod of time. 

- Conservation is primarily important 
with respect':to non-reproducible raw 
materials, It has been argued that a 
nation which has prodigally wasted its 
(own resourcés is not entitled to go into 
other countries and exploit. their re- 
sources, and that, therefore, preferential 
taxes. and exclusion policies are war- 
rahited for the purpose of conservation. 
This view -has some justification—if 
theré is a bona fide intention of con- 
serving natural resources. But seldom is 
this the case. If the policy of equal op- 
portunity results in a too great exploita- 
tion of forests and mines, the solution 
is not the closed door, but the adoption

personal and political factors toward the 
close of the Roosevelt. Administration, 
however, the project for calling this in- 
ternational ‘conference was allowed to 
drop.. Experience since that time, how- 
ever, has only emphasized the wisdom 
of international cooperation in the equt- 
table distribution of the world’s raw ma- 
terials and in the conservation of the 
world’s natural resources. 

The agenda of a world ‘conference on 
taw materials could be formulated orily 
after a careful examination of all the 
political and economic factors. Only a 
beginning could, perhaps, be made in the 
first conference. Governments, ‘however, 
have .been considering this . problem. 
Purely nationalistic measures have been 
proposed but should not be adopted until 


negotiation with foreign States. “I. be- 
lieve,” Secretary of State Hughes said 
at Montreal in 1823, ‘that we shall be 
able at no distant day to keep within 
reasonable limits some of our -pressing 
economic rivalries by fair international 
agreements in which. the self-interest of 


rivals will submit to mutual restrictions 


in the furtherance of friendly accord."

‘Here are her 
engines, two beauties built abroad, a 
matter of 350 horsepower. The hull is 
cut low and the engines sit deep. Two 
hundred casés—and not one more—can be 
stored aft. What is she worth? Oh, 
$5,000. 

That provides a new estimate of rum 
running. Five thousand dollars -in a 
boat that is likely to Be lgesed or sunk 
on sight seems like a risky investment. 
Weé are reminded that three trips will 
pay for the boat and leave something 
besides.. This one has been in service 
two years. Rum running is not so haz- 


ardous as might appear at first glance—| 


if one has luck. But if one hasn't? 

That is a subject a rum runner never 
discusses. He is a man of destiny, and 
if his, destiny be hard he accepts it. He 
is proud of his trade. Everybody knows 
him for a rum runner, including many 
representatives of the law. Men of the 
two persuasions bow and pass the time 
of day gallantly enough when all! is quiet 
ashore; but some hours may find them 
playing hare and hounds, and the smart- 
est’ wins. That is the rum runner’s 
philosophy. -He talks much of smartness 
and little of bravery, though his calling 
hardly requires moré of one than of the 
other. 

Coast Guard's Big Job. 

The Coast Guard has done a prodigious 
job in trying to check the trade. of 
Rum Row., Even the mén who like the 
Coast’ Guard least will admire its work, 
Still the trade thrives... Those concerned 
are willing enough to discuss it. They 

say that it has been driven to distant 
points and devious routes. . Instead of 
taking the former highway from the sea, 
past Ambrose.Channel Lightship and.up 
the. bay, they must seek quieter. lati- 
‘tudes. Just ‘now the flow is heaviest 
around Atlantic. City; Delaware Bay, 
Cape May and the far.-ends of Long 
Island. 

That motley fleet that once presented 
a ¢olorful: picture to the eye of every 
\voyager, lying some miles off: the light- 
ship, has disappeared. Only one or: two 
rum vessels cruise in Fire Island waters, 
far from shore. But a numerous fleet 
is pulling at its chains off Montauk, and 
another fleet still larger rides at anchor 
solittheast of Asbury Park. This fleet is 
in two flotillas, the first thirty miles 
from shore, ‘the next ten miles further 
away. On'a recent day there were eight 
tramps and one:schooner in the nearer 
flotilla and- ten steamships in the fur- 
ther, by the estimate of rum funners, 
and they wére loaded deep with cargoes 
worth, millions.. 

About the. same time another fleet lay 
off Montauk—seven to ten: ships, ‘well 
out At sea.’

For those interested in history it should 
bé set down that the freight of that rye 
ship includes three brands—the formerly 
célebrated Baltimore Rye, Old ‘Crow and 
Green ._River, “‘the whisky without a 
headache.’’ When the era of prohibition 
stl impended, many cargoes of Ameri- 
can rye went abroad and into wares 
houses. Only a little of that exiled stock 
remains. Before long such names as rye 
and bourbon will have merely archaeo- 
logical significance. Neither Canadian 
nor European distilleries have been able 
to produce the flavor and the bouquet 
that once proclaimed Kentucky to the 
world. ‘It is possible that some of the 
last genuine rye ever distilled is riding 
at-anchor off Montauk, @ little sou’-seu'- 
east: 

If the gossips of Montauk may: be be- 
lieved, the flow of liquor from.the point 
is cofisiderable: They say that cargoes 
come ashoré regularly..and are whisked 
away in big; swift trucks running along’ 
the Merrick Road. They say that even 
the Ku Klux Klan has failed fh its an- 
nounced progtam of checking thé rum 
runners, Gossip even has it that the rum 
runners have joined the Klan. 

A Big Business Now: 

It is now some months since the Coast 
Guard began to blot out the Rum Row 
that used to. be. At the Christmas sé4- 
gon of last year only two revenue cut- 
ters were regularly on. station outside 
the harbor. Today there are four cut- 
ters, four. destroyers, ten craft of the 
general type built for submarine chasers 
and a flock of smaller boats) That is 
the estimate of those who have reason 
to know. All of these craft. carry guns, 
and the men behind the guns are not 
reluctant to shoot. Rum Row’s casualty 
list is placed ;at six-dead and many 
wounded. So far the affrays have been 
one-sided. It but remains for the rum 
runners to open fire, On that day the 
struggle will be€ome a war of extikction.

Man, in common with other members of 
the: animal kiigdom. of which he is a 
part, craves contact with the ‘soll. ~All 
human beings feel refreshed through 
communion with nature. ‘That most of 
our city pags <n are denied these grati-

mean that raicawaatant city planning will 
provide those facilities in the greatest 
measure possible within the. restricted 
areas available. 

Specifically, if our city dwellers are to 
be healthy animals—and that is the first 
need of good citizenship—we must care 
for every inch 6f public park.

BRITAIN'S NEW AIRSHIPS TO DWARF Z R-3 


By CLAIR PRICE. 

ORK has begun in England on 
two airships the specifica- 
tions of which call for gas 
scapacities of 5,000,000,000 
cubic feet, a figure which is 

far ahead of the capacity of any airship 
now in existence. It is exactly twice 
the capacity of the ZR-3 and more than 
twice the Shenandoah’s capacity. The 
larger of the two British giants is to 
carry .seven engines, developing , a 
total of .4,200 horsepower, more than 
twice the horsepower developed by the 
five engines of the ZR-3, 

Both the British vessels are being 
planned for a mail and passenger ser- 
vice ‘to India. One is being built at 
Howden by the Airship Guarantee Com- 
pany; in which the British Government, 
the Vickers firm and the Shell Oil group 
are\interested. It has received the of- 
ficial type number. of R-100 and is to be 
delivered, ready for the India service, 
in September, 1927.. The other, R-101, 
is: being built by the Government in the 
Royal Airship Works at Cafrdington’and 
the assembly of its parts is to be 
late next Summer. It is to be ready

The hydrogen was. to 
be drawn from the gas “bags. of the 
ship. When an airship begins a voyage, 
its bags leak a certain amount of gas 
and. some. of this, which is normally 
wasted into the air; was to be utilized: 
Even toward the end of a long voyage, 
when the quantity of gas becomes so 
small that it only just carries. the ship, 
it was believed that sufficient hydrogen

It is not certain that this type of 
engine is yet ready for ‘manufacture. 
It takes two or three years to producé 
a new type of engine and, even when 
it ig completed, the work of fitting it 
into the ship involves. a wide variety 
of changes, from _changes in construc- 
tion and design to changes in insurance 
rates.. Nor is it yet certain that. this 
type of engine, if ready for manufac- 
ture, is to be used in the R-100 and 
the R-101.

The Princes can neither receive repre- 

sentatives of foreign powers nor can 
they receive decorations from foreign 
rulers. They cahtiet. travel abroad or 
even outside their own territory without 
thé knowledge of the British Govern- 
ment. 


While the chiefs of the native States 
are privileged persons and are entitled 
to remain absolute rulers of -their 
States, the British Government can in- 
terfere in their administration “through 
the agency of its representatives at the 
native court.”” Only recently the Brit- 
ish Government forced the deportation 
of the chief of Nabha State because of 
appalling misdoings and the immoral 
private life of the Prince.

Besides lacking external sovereignty, 
some of these princes have very limited 
power in their internal affairs. The 
ruler of the largest State, Hyderabad, 
exercises considerable powers. ‘fhose of 
small States have little more than minor 
judiclal powers. . The chiefs of the na- 
tive States. cannot employ foreigners 
without British'‘approval. Some of them 
must also consult the British before 
changing their chief advisers. Others 
require sanction of the British Govern- 
ment before enforcing new laws. The 
succession to a native State requires the 
sanction of the British. In some States 
the paramount power settles the suc- 
cégsion. In none can the successor ac- 
cede to the throne without British ap- 
proval.

TROTSKY AT ODDS WITH RUSSIAN LEADERS: 


By ELIAS TOBENKIN. 


EON TROTSKY and the Communist 
Party of Russia seem to have 
come to the parting of the ways— 
temporarily at least. In name 
the founder of the Red Army still 

fs Soviet War Minister. In effect, how- 
ever, Trotsky today is what might be 
termed a Minister without a portfolio. 
His assistant, M. Frounze, runs the 
army and the navy, while Trotsky has 
retreated deeper tnto the cloister-like 
walls of the Kremlin. and returned. to 
literary work—his old occupation. 
Trotsky’s divergence from some of the 
tenets or, to be more exact,. policies of 
the Communist Party is neither recent 
nor sudden. His criticisms have-extended 
over a period of years. In November 
and December of last year he set forth 
these criticisms in a séfies of articles, in 
the Pravda under the title ‘‘The iwew 
Course.”* His articles provoked bitter 


discussion at the thirteenth congress’ of: 


the Communist Party in January. 

Lenin’s death and the need for unity 
brought about a. truce between Trotsky 
and his oppohents, which lasted througiy 
Ahe Spring and Summer. The War Min- 
ister resumed his criticisms about two 
months ago with the publication of two 
books, one entitled ‘“‘On Lenin,’’ the 
other, ‘1917... His broadsides this time 
seem to have gone beyond the domain 
of what is termed in Russia “‘literary 
polemics.”’ 

In hig. 1917" and specifically. in the 
sixty-page preface to the book, entitled 
“Lessons of the October Revolution," 
Troteky singles out for ¢riticism. not 
only policies, but individuals in. the 
highest ranks of Communist leadership. 
Among the leaders thus criticized. are 
Zinovieff and Kameneff, the latter 
Trotsky’s brother-in-law. -~ Broadside

Troteky Draws Heavy Fire. 
Both as individuals-and as spokesmen

Trotsky, it was hinted, had taken sev- 
éral cubits from the stature of Lenin 
and added them to himself. » While try- 
ing to expound Leninism the War Min- 
ister, it was charged, substituted his 
own ideas for those of the dead leader. 
He was putting ‘‘Trotskyism”’ in place 
of the Bolshevism of Lenin. In fact, 
Trotsky’s alleged tampering with the 
memory’ of Lenin, who since his death 
has been elevated to a sort of a Russian 
deity, is emphatically resented. 
Called a ‘‘Creoked Mirror.’’ 


“In Comrade Trotsky’s book’ (‘1917'),”’ 
says the Pravda broadside, ‘‘the Com- 
munist Party vanishes. One do¢es not 
feel her presence; she has disappeared. 
What one sees in this book is Trotsky. 
In the distance Lenin fs seen. The 
Petrograd . workmen’s organization, 
which has been the real organizer of the 
workers’ revolution, is curiously absent 
from the text. Comrade Trotsky as a 
historian skims the highest pinnacles 
only, concerning himself with individ- 
uals, after the fashion of bourgeois his- 
torians who divide history into ‘heroes 
and masses.’ This 4s not the way to 
write the history of the revolution. it 
ig not Marxism; it is a caricature.

In 
this report Trotsky’s < revolutionary 
cafeer was reviewed and his numerois 
divergences from Lenin were held up 
to the light, as it were. 

Trotsky has not answered the chargés 
against him. As on a previous occasion, 
when he was the centre of a party 
storm, maintains silence, busying 
Himself with the preparation ofa col 
lected edition of his. works, which, de- 
spite-‘the . controversy, the Communist 
Party goes on publishing at its own ex- 
pense, The War Minister's silence, 
curfously enough, seems to be interest- 
ing “Ruasia and the world far more 
thar speech would.

Will his political enemies ‘‘strangie”’ 
Trotsky in the sense of formally elimi- 
nating the war leader from public life 
in Russia? Will Trotsky in the next 
few weeks join such statesmen as Lioyd 
George and Ramsay MacDonald. as be- 
ing the head of. the opposition rather 
than a part of the Government? These 
questions remain unanswered in Russia. 
Trotsky’s opponents are attacking him, it 
is believed in many quarters, more with 
the intent of frightening him into sub- 


mission to party Glacipiine than to force 
him. out. 

The War Minister is considered the 
ablest man in Russia. His opponents 
know this all too well. His alleged 
“heresies'’ are In reality vital social and 
economic issues that Trotsky has con- 
sistently championed for some years. 
The elimination of Trotaky might readily 
give these issues far greater impetus 
than if the War Minister were prevailed 
upon to acquiesce in the present party 
conduct.

It was said that they 
had bought upon a larger. scale and sold 
less ‘than any other of the baronial 
families. Often this record was pointed 
out as the true secret of wealth. But 
in recent days the Astors have sold 
largely, particularly the branch. re; 
established in England, under the some- 
what painful burdén*of Paying taxes to 
two Governments. ' 

An accurate fndication of the wisdom 
behind™the Astor policy—the wisdom of 
keeping tight hold—was supplied by 
what’ has been termed the ‘greatest real 
estate auction ever held. - This was the 
sale of the Medcef Eden farm, ’ previous- 
ly mentioned. It was held in’ March, 
1920, and. 141 parcels in the‘ neighbor- 
hood of Times Squafe were sold for 
$5,159,075, ‘These holdings included sixty 
dwellings of three and four stories, thir- 
ty-eight: tenements, thirty-nine -parcels 
improved with dwellings: under lease, 
three theatres, seven @actory buildings 
and six lots. Practically ell of this 
property had been’ included in the old 
Van Brugh farm; bought for $25,000. A 
typical figure of the sale was $790,000 
for the Astor Theatre site.

longed to the farm of Isaac Varian, 
which had’ a frontage on Bloomingdale 
Road from the -present Twenty+sixth 
to Thirtieth Street; consisting of twen- 
ty-five acres. The old Varian home 
stood near Twenty-sixth Street, half 
way between Fifth and *Sixth Avenues, 
where it was a’ familiar sight until the 
latter part of the last century. All of 
the farm was included in ‘the Parade 
Ground laid out by the commissioners 
in 1814, originally extending from.Twen- 
ty-third to Thirty-fourth Street, from 
Third to Seventh Avenue. By degrees 
this Parade Ground was reduced until. a 
mere seven acres remain in the Madison 
Square of our-time.

The Mongols and afterward the 
Manchus overran China and established 
empires there. The Chinese race bowed 
to the conqueror and then absorbed him 
steadily and redistlessly. A famous 
verse by Matthew Arnold describes the 
reaction of Western Asia to the on- 
slaught of the armies of Imperial Rome: 
it pictures the character of China ‘better 
than that of the Levant or Persin: 

The East bowed low before the blast 
In silent deep disdain ; 

She watched the Legions thunder past, 
Then plunged in thought again. 
Perhaps the most convincing illustra- 

tion of the power of assimilation ‘pos- 
sessed by the Chinese race is to be 
feund in its absorption of a consider- 
able Jewish immigration: At an early 
date; not precisely known, a2 large body 
of Jews of the Dispersion camie across 
Asia from Persia or Afghanistan and 
éccupied territory in one of the west- 
ern provinces of China. For a long 
time they maintained their separate 
existence and the forms of their temple 
service. ‘Now, and for many genera- 
tions, they have been Chinese,’ preserv- 
ing only the legénd’ of. their origin and 
some--relics of their sacred rolls, ‘which 
they are. undble - to, understand. No 
other racé in the world has beengable 
to absorb ‘this -strong-fibred ‘Semitic 
stock,. ‘ 


The Chinese Social Scheme. , 


A second source of power ‘in the 
Chinese race lies in the local organiza- 
tion .of its society. ‘The»family is the 
all-embracing unit. The © Chinaman 
owes allegiance to his family or clan 
rather than to the State. The villages 
are little “groups of related families 
that have been rooted in ‘that .region, 
perhaps for a millennium or two. The 
heads of the families are the responsible 
authorities in the village. Their power 
is patriarchal, and yet it is based upon 
@ real. democracy ‘suchas prevails 
among individual equals, within a family 
circle. Mandarins may come and go. 
Imperial families of Tatar or Chinese 
blood may succeed one. another in the 
palaces at Peking. Undisturbed by such 
vicissitudes the social organization of 
the common people, centred in. the fam- 
ily guild halls of thousands .of villages, 
goes on unchanged from géneration to 
generation, from age ‘to age,

ety. It is close to the soil, intricate 
in ‘structure, tenacious of/ precedent. and

character. When the’ new. China finds 


itself and begins to develop equilibrium, 


it may build upon this old social frame- 
work.

No race has*> ever shown 
respect for learning than the Chimese. 
If the scholarship of China turned to 
metaphysics and morals rather than to 
the natural sciences, it is still. proper 
to remembér that the .race had found 
and employed. the principles of the 
printing press and the mariner’s com- 
pass long before the Occidental world 
had discovered | them. The ancient 
Chinese Empire was the only one in the 
world in which.the prizes of office and 
power were bestowed as a. reward of 
scholarship. Even if that system broke 
down at last, it had endured thousands 
of years Jonger than any other empire, 
That civilization. so developed the fine 
arts. of drawing and painting,  calig- 
raphy. and ceramics, that Chinese mas- 
terpleces are prized now by the whole 
world and not alone in China. 

It seems likely that the deterioration 
of the Chinese civilization was due, not 
to the civil service-based on examina- 
tion, nor to any essential weakness in 
the Chinese’ character, but to the entire 
lack of, opportunity for comparison of 
ideas. For perhaps 3,000 years the 
Chinese were not. only dominant, but 
were actually alone in Eastern Asia. 

The New China. : 

It is interesting to compare the opera- 
tion of the solvent forces of the West- 
ern world in, little Japan ‘and ‘great 
China... Old Japan did not begin to 
crumble until some time after the dis- 
integrating influences .had set to work 
balong the Chinese \coasts, Japan is so 
smal} that the first impact of the West- 
ern world shook the whole realm. Four- 
teen years after Perry’s fleet ‘opened 
the Japanese door at ‘Nagasaki the birth 
pangs of new Japan began in civil war. 
Now, a little more than half a century 
later, the new Japan Has attained ma- 
turity, ‘world recognition and a measure 
of sympathy with Western civilization.

Young China -consists of an uncoordi- 
nated company of students, some of 
whom. have had American or European 
education, and business men who have 
been in. touch with some form of inter- 
national commerce. With them are also 
grouped visionary .agitators like Sun 
Yat-sen, who maintains a -precarious 
Presidéncy at Canton, and many mem- 
bers of the military and civil services 
whose -allegiance to thé new order. of 
things may often be due to motives of a 
questionable character. 

It was Japan's good fortune that of its 
two rival Emperors, the one whose hold 
on ‘the loyalty of the: people was the 
more ancient and the more secure threw 
himself’ heart and soul into the making 
of a new Japan. China has.for a long 
time had ho such sentiment of devotion 
to the representative of monarchy. 
Therefore the Chinese Empire passed 
away unwept and unsung. As in Japan, 
the immediate result has deen an era. of 
struggle and civil war between the old 
and the new! 

The. forces of Young China, however, 
have no recognized’ and powerful lead- 
ership’ such as the Mikado Mutsuhito 
gave to new Japan. Therefore, we must 
expect that the civil war in China will 
have an indefinite duration. It is now 
taking the shapé of warfare - between 
rival military Governors of provinces. 
This strife is likely ‘to go on: until one 
of ‘them is able to subdue all the oth- 
ers, ‘The people at large know little 
and care ttle about. this civil war, 
unless it. happens to be fought ‘around 
their homes. ‘The soldiers on either side 


They are only men who have chosen 
fighting as a business: ‘They are like- 
ly to follow their leader as tong as he 
is able to pay them, and no longer. The 
general. or Military Gov- 
ernor (tuchun) ts likely; therefore, to be 
the man who cen command the longest 
and fullest. purse, which means some 
one who'cafi collect the largest amourit 
of taxes, 

This explaitis why some of the: tu- 
chuns have encouraged the cultivation 
of the poppy, which China’ practically 
stopped in 1912. The*ambitious General 
soon discovers that there is more money 
for him, in_.taxation leviéd@ on opium 
and the opium traffic than in any ather 
field of taxation within his reach, so 
the reintroduction of an illégal business, 
which the Peking Government practi- 
cally admits jt is unable to check, : is 
helping to maintain the curse of mili+ 
tary control. Such is the conflict be- 
tween Chang Tso-lin, the brigand Gov- 
ernor of Manchuria, and his chief rival, 


Wu Pei-fu, who controls the central 


provinces below Peking and the shadow; 
Govérnment in ‘that capital, which can 
enly pretend to. speak for China. ~ 

Of these two leaders the Manchurian 
brigand is probably the more repre- 
sentative of the worst traditions of the 
old régime. He has been trying to 
strengthen his cause by an.alliance with 
Soviet Russia, to which he seems. to 
have promised the control of the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway. “His ally,. Sun- 
Yat-sen, in distant Canton, is also pro- 
claiming: his! adhesion to Bolshevism. 
Some of the Soviet leaders have been 
firing the imaginations of their follow- 
ets. with rosy ‘pictures of a world-shak- 
ing alliance of Russians and’ Chinese. 

Soviet Russian influence seems to have 
become dominant in outer Mongolia, 
which constitutes in territory’ a. large 
part of the old Chinese. mpire. If the 
new -China in process of being born

The other great. powers that have dur- 
ing the last half century assumed the 
right to exploit China, especially Great 
Britain, Japan and France, Germany be- 
ing now negligible, will find unustal 
difficulties in coping with the new Rus- 
sia. For yaa of miles Russia and 
China have a common frontier.. This 
gives to Russia unusual advantages, for 
through Siberia European Russia Can 
sweep unhindered into the heart of Asia. 
‘Though sparsely populated, Siberia™pos- 
sesses the best brain and energies of the 
Russian race. But while Russia ‘and 
Siberia are in the processes of revolu- 
| tionary, transition the Russian influence 
in China is likely to take the form of a 
fluctuating,! feverish, unhealthy propa- 
ganda of overturning, the kind of revo- 
lutionary influence from which China 
in dissolution could. best be. spared.

THE ORIGINAL *OLD GLORY” 





By H.- 8. BRYANT. 
HEODORE ROOSEVELT in his 
“American Ideéals,’’ speaking of the 
immigrapt who wishes to becomé 
an American citizén, says: ‘"This immi- 
grant must revere only one flag—'Old 
Glory’; not only must it come first, but 
no other flag should: come second.”’ it 
is the usual Rooseveltian style, taking+ 
advantage of the popular name that 
would make the desired appeal. Yet 
the name had not always been so widely 
known, and one. must go back to the 
towai of Salem;-Mass., for the christen- 
ing of- the national emblem and to a 
day which, appropriately enough, was 


first owner of. this particular flag. 
_-William “Driver, although: he had just 
reached hig twenty-first birthday, had 
for several years been a deep-water 
sailor of judgment and. action far. be- 
yond most youths of his age, and- so on 
March 17,. 1824, he celebrated not only 
his-arrival at the age fixed by law and 
custom as the beginning of manhood, 
but also’ his elevation to the very pin- 
nacle of his profession, the rank of mas- 
ter mariner, the youngést man .everto 
attain thet’ rank so far.as he or any 
of his trienas knew.

Taking 
Te Tera by the hand he led him ‘to the 
gangway, showed him five minutes. on 


his. watch. and made it clear that {ft}: 


he and his crowd were not off the ship 
by that time the dog would be.turned 
loose. A sneering’ laugh was turned to 
@ shriek of dismay when Charlie, cut 
loose by the cabin boy,. Pablo, dashed 
among*the natives still on board, biting 
and tearing’ their flesh.

them with six months’ supplies the ship 
Salled Sway, and Queen Pomara gave 
them a little village°to dwett ‘in until 
they could build a better settlement on 
land set aside for them. 


Such was the situation on July 23, 1831, 
when. Captain Driver, in the brig Charlés 
Doggett, with ‘Old Glory’, flying at 
the masthead, ‘anchored in Mattavai 
Bay. Immediately he was besieged by 
the Pitcairn people to take them back 
to thefr‘native island. Despite the fact 
that his ship’s insurance would be void- 
ed should accident befall hist, which in 
those “dangérous and little known séas 
was more. than a possibility, and, fur- 
ther, that his ship wa’.a small one—too 
small inthe event of a storm to per- 
mit: of all going below—he listened to 
the voice. of compassion and agreed to 
do his best to restore the islanders to 
their former home. The voyage con- 
sumed twenty-one days. The captain 
slept on deck the efitire time; the hatchés 
were never closed, there was not a single 
case of sickness. 


“About six years later Captain Driver 
quit his seafaring Jife and todk ‘uphis 
residence: at Nashville, Tenn.,. whither 
“Old Glory’,

A recent Southern: tourist, . Major 
Joseph Gray Kitchell, formerly of the 
General Staff of the United States 
Army, writes to Tur New Yoru Tree 
frem Sarasota, Fia., that this year, for 
the first time in visitations to Florida 
for thirty seasons; he listened to the 
gasoline siren and illustrated guide- 
books and made the trip by motor car. 


“We made the run from New York 
to Sarasota, 1,515 miles,’*che says, ‘‘via 
Philadelphia, Washington, Richménd, 
Raleigh, Columbia, Southern Pines, 
Augusta, Macon, Valdosta, Oeala and 
Tampa. The weather was exceptionally 
favorable, eleven days’ travel, and not 
one dre* of rain the entire time, which 
was greatly to our advantage in the 
clay ‘country, but made it slightly - less 
so in the sandy stretches. 

“A conscientious record of the .varied 
reaches misht be summarized in the 
report that about 900 of the miles were 
over excellent or-better than the average 
roads, 400 were poor and 200 execrable, 
and those'200 made the trip ‘a failure 
as a pleasure trip. 

‘Eesily,; 150 of the condemnatory 200 
miles were of the ‘convulsus agitans’ 
variety—convolutions or wrinkles across 
the roadway, Ifke corduroy—like a giant 
washboard with thousands of ridges at 
regular intervals of about twénty inches. 
We tried accelerating and retarding 
speed, but neither eliminated the heroic 
vibration treatment, nor seemed to re- 
duce the dose. 

“Our car, and ell cars, suffered under 
that maltreatment and: the abuse was 
intensified in leose or lost lamps, fuses, 
nuts, bolts, screws and © what-nots. 
Fenders, spark plugs, bumpers, running 
hoards, &c., hed tu pe inventoried, 
tightened and replaced at awkward in- 
teryele or places, 

“Bad roads cannot be avelded in or. 
on a motor trip into this country, and 
lecal adviee and directions are fre- 
quently misleading. In the Carolinas, 
Georgia and Florida the garage man 
and the town official will not infre- 
quently send you over a poor route in 
order to collect a S0-cent toll over a 
tamshackle bridge or to deflect tourist 
trade to favored localities. 

“You will run over, say fifty miles of 
as fine @ hard road as you can find in 
Massachusetts or prompt e and then 
suddenly cross. the line of a new county,

Many, and so'extreme that perhaps a 


little restraint ghould ‘be exercised in 
belleving them. There is good evidence, 
though, that a German merchant was 
tortured into giving up $20,060, and that 
others, native and- foreign, -met with 
violence of one -sort or other until they 
paid over the sums exacted. Of course, 
a fictian of a fine for a fancied miaJe- 
meanor was observed, or else the pigeon 
was plucked through canceling a. cOon- 
cession and selling it to him over again. 
There are a thousand ways of doing 
such things. One of them, according, to 
the account of a man just returned from 
Venezuela at that time, an account pub- 
lished in'a conservative New York paper, 
consisted. in tying three native traders 
to. stakes in: the broiling suh and shin- 
ing- powerful electric lights’ on them at 
night © until “th jointly paid into the 
Presidential coffers the sum of $60,000, 
“VIn weighing such conduct it must bé 
remembered that Castro probably had 
a good deal of Indian blood in his veins, 
and his antecedents in other respects 
were not such as to give him the tender- 
ness: toward the physical: sufferings .of 
others that one expects nowadays in the 
President of a republic. In his cruelty 
he was like the less devilish of th: 
Roman Emperors—worse' than some, bet- 
ter than others. He resembled the Em- 
perors, too, in his vanities and in his 
public entertainments, his feasts, to 
which the whole city was invited, the 
bullfights and bull races. 

But Indian ancestry can hardly be an 
excuse for the greediness with which he 
seized property right and left, sending 
the proceeds when possible to European 
banks. The géneral scheme; by ‘which 
he enriched himself involved the discour- 
agement: of local industry ahd the an- 
tagonizing of foreign capital.. (Merchants 
lost enthusiasm when they thought their 
profits might be seized by a nand 
stretched from. the palace door; pro- 
moters in the United States and Europe 
began to seek other fields for develcp- 
ment when they saw concession after 
concession canceled by Castro for no 
other reason than that he wanted re %§ 
whole thing for himself. 


Mysterious Foreign Relations, 


In ‘his handling of foreign interests 
Castro's talent appeared at its best. You 
could not always see just how his skill 
functioned, ‘the movements being too far 
beneath the surface; but what did ap- 
pear was that he got what ‘the wanted. 
Take the famous«cases of the American 
Cable Company and the French Cable 
Company. ‘Their very valuable prop- 
erties in Venezuela were seized,.and the 
Governments: of. the. United States: and 
France threatened appropriate punish- 
ment. Judging from the official pro- 
nothcements, issuing from Washington 
and Paris, the day for Senator Cullom's 
‘spanking’ ‘had arrived. But both 
French and Americans a>druptly lowered 
their tones. The matter passed off peace- 
ably. Why was. it so? Minister Bowen 
states: 

‘In the French case also Castro al- 
lowed ‘the rumor to spread that he had 
secrets In his possession that assured 
his success. .Granting, as we very prop- 
erly may, in the absence of direct proof, 
that the secret influence he claimed to 
havé in Washington and Paris was 
wholly imaginary, the fact remains that 
it ‘would be difficult to find in ‘all the 
history of diplomacy two-stranger. cases 
than the asphalt and ‘the cable cases, 
and hardly ‘anything more: mysterious 
than the masterful manner in which 
fhey were “managed by Castro.’’

and intrigue at the end of eight years 
was enormous.

SHORT BALLOT. 
REPUBLICANS, 


PROMISED BY: 
SAYS-R. S. CHILD 





HE recent remark of George K. 
Morris, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State ‘Committee, that he 
would oppose any legislation for 
the short, ballot that might come 
up in the next session of the Legislature, 
brought from Richard 8: Childs, founder 
of ‘the Short “Ballot Organization, the 
prediction that the measure would be 
adopted unanimously because the Re- 
publican Party was gommitted to it. 

“There will be no short ballot legis- 
lation at the coming session with my 
consent,’” Mr. Morris said. ‘We would 
have been in a fine position if the short 
ballot had been’ applied at, the last ses- 
sion, wouldn’t we?'’ 

Had the short ballot amendment been 
in effect at the time of the last election, 
the offices of Secretary of State,. State 
Treasurer and State Engineer and Sur- 
‘veyor would not have been listed on 
the ballots. The appdintment of these 
officers, who will be Republicans as a 
result-of the vote, would have fallen in 
that case to the Governor’s lot. 

“The result would have been as it 
should be,” said Mr. Childs. ‘“What is 
the use of having dissension within the 
official family? The Governor should be 
surrounded by men of his own appoint- 
ment, whose business it would be. ‘to 
support him and. his measures. Why 
foment. discord? oe 


“The fundamental principle. of © the 
short ballot is to remove ‘the’ many 
names which clutter up the sheets, and 
make of them things which strike terror 
to the mind of the intelligent voter; to 
leave him. only such (officers to elect 
as are naturally conspicuous, men whose 
records he ¢an study, of whose -prin- 
ciples he can be reasonably sure. As in 
the Federal administrative offices, only 
those of President and Vice President 
dre elective, so in the State only the 
names of the nominees for Governor 
and Lieutenant Governor. should appear 
on the ballot sheet—the former being 


authorized to appoint such officers as’ 


are to form part of his political family, 
as the President selects his Cabinet. 

“It is rather old stuff for the State 
Chairman to announce what the Legis- 
lature will do,’’ Mr.’ Childs commented 
upon the statement of Mr. Morris. ‘“The 
State Chairman’s remark was quaint 
and ¢eplorable. He is harking back to 
the days of Barnes ahd Timothy, Wood- 
ruff, when reporters visited the State 
Legislature during session, swarming 
around the Chairman to get the real 
news, to the days when legislators stood 
about waiting for their orders. 

“T can only say that Mr. Morris ‘is not 
informed in this matter; he is completely 
out of step with the progress of the day 
and is reverting to the methods of a 
time when to be Chairman. was -to con- 
trol public policy.

The Short Ballot Plan. 


“New York has six State Administra- 
tive establishments,” he began, in ex- 
planation of the .principle of the short 
ballot as applied to New York, “a big 
one and five little ones—and six sepa- 
rate loosely-connected administrations 
going on -at the same time, sometimes 
harmoniously, sometimes ,not.. The 
scheme has proven a failure since 1846. 

“The minor State offices—the Secre- 
tary of State, State Controller, State 
Treasurer, / Attorney General and State 
Engineer.“ and Surveyon—have been 
political booty and ‘have been’ divided 
up on a geographical, racial or religious 
basis to get a ‘well-balanced ticket.” It 
is proposed to amend the Constitution 
so that the Governor will have to take 
the responsibility for these minor of- 
tices, with the exception of the auditing 
function of the Controller. An orderly 
series of departments would be created 
under heads appointed by the Governor, 
consolidating over 180 bureaus,; offices 
and commissions into 18 great depart- 
ments. 


“With the amendment as it at present 
stands, the State Treasurer becomes an 
appointive bureau chief in a new De- 
partment of Taxation and Finance; the 
State Engineer and Surveyor is merged 
into the Department of Public Works; 
and a large part of the /Controller’s 
rfunctions is merged into the» Depart- 
ment of Taxation and Finance, leaving 
the . Controller simply . an . elective 
auditor. The office.of Attorney Gen- 
eral will remain elective, and will not, 
as has been said by the. press, be re- 
moved from the ballot, Not that this 
officer should not be appointed; itis a 
point which has yet to be gained. 

**None of ‘the minor offices referred 
to is truly, political. They are technical 
routine offices and their incumbents 
ought to be selected for fitness ard kept 
during good behavior. 

“Thus the State ballot would be re- 
ducéd to. four offices, Governor, Lieu- 
tenant Governor, ‘State Controller and 
Attorney. General.

How te Pronounce His Name.

Back there most prob- 
ably his surname was pronounced as an 
American would pronounce it, with the 
accent on the first syllable. But since 
then it has been Gallicized, and those 
in Washington who pride themselves on 
the correctness'of. their. pronunciation 
of the French language must avoid any 
accentuation of the first syllable. 
“‘Daesch-nerre’’ is how the name should 
be pronounced, with a good long em- 
phasis.on the second half of it. 

M. Daeschner speaks English well and 
is a Protestanttwo rare things in a 
French diplomatist. Ten years in Lon- 
don perfected a knowledge of the Eng- 
lish language, which he began to acquire 
before he went to-school. ‘‘But I can- 
not make speeches in it,” he will tell 
Washington.

Wave Traps Reduce Interference. 


Wavé traps form another useful .radio 
Christmas present, especially for any one, 
who is troubled with interference. The 
trap may be made to render further 
service in connection with Radiole super- 
heterodyzie outfits. One terminal of the 
filter ciroult is then connected to an 
outdoor antenna and the other binding 
post on the trap connects to the ground 
through the radiator or cold water pipe. 
The trap is in no way connected to the 
superheterodyne, but sits on top of the 
cabinet. By moving the trap around in 
different positions on the cabinet cover 
the most suitable location will be found.

WEAF MUSIC FUND 
PLAN ABANDONED 


H® radio music fund proposed last 

February by Clarence H. Mackay 

and @ committee composed of Felix 
Warburg, A. D. Wilt Jr., and Frederic 
A. Juilliard has been abandoned. The 
Plan was to raise a. fund of $100,000 to 
$200, 000 through contributions made by 
broadcast listeners so‘that opera singers 
and the world’s most talented musicians 
could be hired to broadcast through 
WEAF, the American Telephone Com- 
pany’s station.” Arrangements were 
made to have Arthur Judson, concert 
manager of the Philharmonic, Cincin- 
nati and Philadelphia Symphony Or- 
chestras, engage the artists for ‘the 
broadcast program. Adolph A. Berle, 
who has acted as Treasurer for the 
fund, reports that all the money has 
been retumed to the ettbscribere and 
the project dropped because of ineur- 
mountable difficultt The oontributions 
were sent to the © Union. Trust 
Company and until] accounting ‘is com- 
pleted Mr. Berle said that a report 
could not be given regarding the amount 
subscribed, 

When the plan was announced radio 
impresarios of other stations pointed 
out that such an idea would be diffi- 
cult to carry out because it provided 
artists for only one station and paid no 
attention to the 630 stations. It

A valuable aid to gettfhe the utmost 
out of tubes is an accurate voltmeter. 
Many modern receiving sets are equipped 
with such an instrument and they rap- 
jaly, earn, by reducing up-keép expense, 
the extra cost of their installation, Fila- 
ment voltage should, of course, be meas- 
ured at the filament terminals and not 
at the ‘‘A’’-battery input connéctions to 
the set. 

A voltmeter used for this purpose 
should be an accurate instrument. Port- 
able voltmeters made for the meaeure- 
ment of the output of storage batteries 
are usually not sufficiently accurate to, 
gorve this purpose. In absence of such’ 
an instrument, observe the perecaution 
of reducing filament voltage by turning 
down the rheostat to the lowest point 
at which a satisfactory signal ts ob-/ 
tained.

With the rapid increase in the patron- 
age ofthe radio shops it is inevitable 
that the - so-called radio “Joy . rider’ 

uld have become common. The dem- 

trations in the shops have become 
so interesting that many people are ‘at- 
tracted to them who come merely to 
erijoy the program offered with no inh- 
tention of ma a purchase. The tom- 
fortable chairs-in the elaborate studio 
salesrooms prove very attractive. The 
problem must be’ met: by skillful’ ana 
courteous .salesmen. Formerly it was 
common ‘for the joy riders to, order sets 
and have them installed experimentally, 
only to be returned after a free trial. 
Today the dealers commonly send out 
sets for trial installation but limit the 
period and exact an’ initial payment Be 
fore the’ sets leave.the. shop. 

. Radio Shops Open at Night. 

One of the ‘most interesting features 
of this year’s radio Christmas is the 
enormous sales made during the éyve- 
mings. The radio shops throughout the 
city are usually open at night, as are 
most stores, and cater to the ordinary 
customer who makes his purchases when 
his. day’s work is;over. <A curious fea- 
ture of the night radio business is the 
activity of the large stores in the hotel 
and theatre districts. These as a rule 
do a rushing business when the ordinary 
retail stores of the neighborhood are 
closed for the’day. Walk along Broad- 
way or Forty-second Street any evening 
after 6 o’clock and the fact is obvious. 

A large part of this night business is 
carried on with out-of-town customers. 
One of the, busiest hours of the day 
with these houses comes just before the 
theatres open. “ Thousands of people 
stopping at hotels visit the rddio supply 
houses ‘in the interval between dinner 
and the opening. of the theatres. The 
attractive displays in the “windows at- 
tract them and the methods of demon- 
strating the sets, which are more elab- 
orate than in smaller cities or towns, 
make a’ strong appeal. As a result 
many radio sets, usually,of the more 
expensive kind,’ are purchased in: New 
York for shipment often to distant parts 
of the country. Incidentally many “‘joy 
riders’’ find the demonstration studios 
more attractive than the hotel - lobbies. 

One explanation of the’ increased sales 
for radio sets lies in the general appre- 
ciation of their value as gifts. There 
is probably no object of the same. value 
which is so greatly appreciated by older 
people, invalids and those more or less

Most.of the radio stores this year gre 
prepared to instaJl the sets they sell, 
relieving the purchaser of ¢very care 
The staff includes this: year a service 
man who is an expert: technician. ~ He 
delivers orders, installs, sets and: travels 
about on tours of inspection. The pur- 
chaser of a radio set this year can count, 
therefore, upofi efficient service with the 
least possible delay. In* many of. the 
large stores the service man or meén will 
respond. to a call for assistance from 
some perplexed radio fan much as the 
fireman jumps into his boots at an 
alarm of fire. 

The servicé men work through a sur- 
prisingly wide radius about New York. 
It is not uncommon for them to travel 
a hundred miles from the city in re- 
sponse to a call. ‘The use of the auto- 
mobile has of course served to cut down. 
the time between the time the. call is 
received and the appearance of the: ser- 
vice man. It often happens that the 
service man, on receiving a call for as- 
sistance, rushes to the customer’s home, 
perhaps in a distant suburb, only to 
find that the radio fan has discoyered 
the trouble in the meantime. 

The sale conditions are much; tighter 
this year than. formerly: \A year ago 
there were many joy riders who pur- 
chased sets on “trial, even had them 
installed by the service man, and after 
a few days returned them’ with some 
excuse. Today sets rarely leave the 
stores until an initial payment has beén 
made. It is customary even. then (to 
allow a definite period of ten days fo) 
the prospective purchaser to make up 
his mind. The number of foy riders 
who heretofore imposed upon the. dealers 
has been greatly reduced. 

In a comparatively. short time the 
majority of radio stores have undergone 
a remarkable evolution. Their staffs te- 
day are well organized...

As:a storage battery is discharged the 
sulphuric: acid is. absorbed ‘into. the 
plates of the battery, leaving the re- 
maining electrolyte lighter in weight.

Camprubi knows very’ little. about ‘ the 
actual situation in Spain that I read the 
letter. you published Nov. 28. 

The ,so-called ‘‘liberty” of the press 
which Mr. Camprubi reports in Spain is 
non-existent. One needs but to. scan 
a copy of Hi Sol, an independent daily 
of Madrid, to see articles mutilated 
by semi-literaté military «censors who 
generally can’t tell the difference “ be- 
tween an A and a Z. Newspapers that 
have the audacity to defy. the Diréctor- 
ate are fined, suspended and oftentimes 
forced tq publish blank columns. sym- 
bolic of military revision. Writers who 
dare to criticize the Directorate—criti- 
cism that would. be mild in comparison 
with the criticisrh directed at American 
political parties—are put in jail.

For it must be remembered that tong 
wars, like, chop suey, are a phase of 
Chinese life which 'y exists in| the’ 
United States.. The gréat. guilds which 
have controlled the commercial life of 
China for more centuries than the Chria- 
tian era do not fight one another. Their 
settlement of such disputes is“ peaceful 
through an almost unbroken tradition, 
and even the clan fights of the South, 
which have sometimés broken out: in: 
Kwantung, have been drastically sup- 
pressed and never-have had anything 
like a continuous or accepted existence: 
Why, then, should the tong war in 
America -be so stubborn an evil? ~The 
answer leads us into a more serious 
phase of the tong situation. Its clue ts 
gambling. No. one needs be told that 
the Chinese are inveterate gamblers, 
and ‘no one with- any knowledge of’ city 
government: in America need -be sur- 
prised to know that protection for fairly 
widespread gambling can be secured im 
@ number of the most’ respectable. muni- 
cipalities. It is here that the weaknesses 
of two peuvples have combined to pro- 
duce an intolerable situation. The Chi- 
mese tong leaders have. notoriously 
grown rich through shares in gambling 
concessions. The violent and gang-war 
period of-tong life found its profoundest 
incentive here, for the inner ring of mys- 
terious oligarchs gathered their wéalth 
and prestige and felt full justification 
in fighting like fiends over a source of 
wealth which brought them hundreds 
of. thousands of dollars. 


The evidence of scores of Chinese 
known to :the-writer and of responsible 
officials of the New York Police. De- 
partment concerned with controlling the 
present outbreak makes it clear that in 
at least ten great cities in the United 
States gambling in Chinatown flourishes 
openly, with its inevitable accompani- 
ment of-subtly organized police protec- 
tion. I have.the best authority for stat- 
ing, for instance, that the revenue from 
gambling in the City of Boston last 
year exceeded $140,000, a substantial 
._part of which found its way into the 
tong war-chest. On the streets of New- 
ark, where the New. York Chinese col- 
ony goes whenever it wishes to ‘‘sit in’’ 
@ good game, Chinese signs openly an- 
nounce gambling within. New York 
and Philadelphia, by campaigns of news- 
paper exposure and- determined politi- 
cal reform,-have stopped gambling, ac- 
cording to the testimony of . leading 
Chinese in both cities. Chicago may ‘be 
described as ‘‘open and shut," _more 
often open than shut; while Pittsburgh, 
Cleveland and Detroit, centres of bit- 
ter tong rivalry at the present moment, 
are the more notorious examples of the 
cities still back in the pre-Gaynor days 
so far as reforming Chinatown is con- 
cerned. 

On Leongs Richer ‘of Two. ’ 

- With -this background one can under> 
stand why the situation at the preserit‘ 
time, though it”is deplored by fully 
nine-tenths. of the Chinese in the Unit- 
ed States, has reached once more the 
stage of murder and-terrorism.  Dur- 
ing the long peace the two tongs have 
divided the parts of the country in 
which. they hold power until it may be 
said today that the Hip Sings are all- 
powerful in the West and in many small 
localities in the East, while the On 
Leongs control the big cities of the 
Middle West and the East. Naturally, 
the On Leongs, embracing the bigger 
centres and controlling the better pay- 
ing trades, are much richer than their 
rivals. They are reputed to have as- 
sets worth $8,000,000 and to possess a 
contingent fund in cash of over 
$1,600,000. But the Hip Sings have been 
growing, and especially.in Chicago have 
been bitterly pressing the fif@ht.. Two 
years ago the question of: ‘‘territories’’ 
of ‘laundries, restaurants and gambling 
houses in Chicago produced an open 
Yocal rupture and the cases of several 
laundries, where both sides had ex- 
treme. grievances, were transferred for 
several dramatic weeks to the headquar- 
ters of both tongs in New York. At 
that time, though scarcely any one knew 
about it, the present tong war was de- 
cided upon. It was-only averted after 
a long series of conferences, ending with 
an all-night meeting at the Hotel Penn- 
sylvania, when. Ma Soo, the Cantonese 
representative of Dr. Sun in the United 
States, proved himself a real diptomat 
by getting the tong leaders together in 
the same room for the first time in their 
history. After an all-night session, in 
which he was assisted by Chang Ziang- 
land, the Chinese Consul General in New 
York City, peace terms were signed and 
the grateful Chinese merchants gave Ma 
Soo a silver loving cup. 


Since then a much more ominous cause 
of friction has developed. The On Leong 
President, who nearly declared war on 
his rivals two years ago, Chen Jack-lum, 
was driven from office by a rival fac- 
tion’ in his own tong and accused of 
extorfion and connivance and participa- 
tion in widespread graft.. Fourteen of- 
ficers were expelled from ‘the tong, men 
whose positions insured that they, if 
any one, hel@ all the ‘secrets of On 
Leong organization... When. these men 
presented thémselves to the Hip Sings 
and ‘offered to-enroll in. the enemy 
ranks, though they had been probably 
actual engineers«in the death of Kew 
Low, thé Hip, Sing President, in \\".423; 
the instinct. for revenge. amodng their 
former enemies saw a chance’ to ‘be 
gratified for past affronts. Though ‘a 
Hip Sing conference in Washington re- 
fused to pass on the eligibility of. the 
‘ex-On'’ Leong officers, it left the way 
open for local tongs’ to act as - they 
pleased, and in Pittsburgh, Cleveland, 
Detroft and other cities the’ redoubtable 
fourteen and their friends joined up;

San 
Diego, who. killed his man on Mott 
Street within three hours of the time he 
arrived at the ferry wharf. 


Canada Barred Tongs. 


The fact forces itself to the front, 
however, in the present reign of terror 
that the Chinese. community in the 
United States is doing all it > possibly 
and safely can to aid the authorities in 
putting it~ down. The tongs. do not 
possess the universal authority of for- 
mer times. Bully 85. per_cent. of the 
Chinese population of New York do not 
belong to either tong and scarcely any 
of the really important merchants in 
Chinatown or Harlem, and none of. those 
on Fifth Avenue or Broadway,’ have 
anything to do with them. The officers 
of the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
are expressly forbidden to be tong mem- 
bers. It-is the same, though under, dif- 
ferent’ circumstances, in other cities. In 
Boston. most Chinese find it conventent 
.to. belong to the On Leong, which abso- 
lutely’ dominates Chinatown, but of late 
years the tong has only maintained its 
membership by force and terrorism, and 
its-day as a free association of Chinese 
for mutual protection is clearly -gone. 

The American Government has been 
very dilatory in seeking a solution for 
the tong question, but the reason chiefly 
is because the tongs themselves in their 
twelve-year. peace seemed to have. set- 
tled the question themselves without 
outside pressure, Now that.it is obvious 
that the contrary is the case, ‘it is only. 
fair to ask what other countries have 
one under similar circumstances. Can- 
ada naturally suffered from tong wars 
during the same period as did the 
United States. 4A more centralized ad- 
ministration took more drastic. meas+ 
ures, however, with the result today 
that tongs are illegal organizations 
_across the border, and Chinese leaders 
of organizations of any kind which 
earry on doméstic war are promptly de- 
ported. from the country.

Law's’ Delay Alds- ‘Tongs. 


Americans .do not know, “however, how. 
profoundly the tongs are entrenched in 
their power. The On Leong, for in- 

stance, employs counsel with the closest 
familiarity. with American State laws 
and can take advantage of every loop- 
hole open to defendants well supplied 


protection both of the honest and the 
dishonest kind, they can offer golden in- 
ducements to opposing witnesses or pay 
heavy prices to gunmen to terrorize 
them. After a series of murders ob- 
viously secured by their organized ar- 
rangements one need hardly be surprised 
if they use these other and less oat 
resources.. The Hip Sings are not “ 
well supplied “with money, but their in- 
tent is approximately the same and they 
should gain the benefit of very little 
distinction frem their powerful enemies. 
They make a formidable barrier in the 
West against On Leongs returning to 
China by the only route possible to most 
of them. They ‘are perhaps the.miore 
conciliatory of the. two tongs, but the 
provocation in the present fight, as the 
story I have told would seem to show, 
is mostly theirs. 


In. >the organizations. which have 
sprung up in recent years in New. York, 
the. Chinese ‘Freemasons, the Chinese 
Chamber. of Commerce and the Chinese 
Benevolent Association, the new order 
of things in -the:' Chinese community is 
manifest. The On Leongs, for all their 
vast treasury, are reputed to have only 
about 2,000 members; the Hip Sings have 
several thousand more, though a much 
larger proportion take no interest in 
tong affairs. This is a small section of 
the 80,000 Chinese which,.in spite of the 
1920 census figures of 60,000, are cur- 
rently reputed to live in the United 
States. Out of the 10,000 of the changing 
population in and near New York only 
a few hundred are tongsmen. It is an in- 
supportable and archaic evil that black- 
ens the reputation of one of the most 
honest and peaceable alien communities 
in: the. United States. 


In the old days when tong wars raged 
Chinese merchants and eonsuls used to 
send the names. of the tong Ieaders back 
to China and the Manchu Government 
would summarily put their families in 
L prison. This was useful and efficacious 
cooperation, but in a republic such high- 
handed methods are not possible and the 
present Chinese Reptiblic could not make 
an arrest in Canton if it wished, China 
cannot help us much at present, save by. 
cooperation of her. officials here, and 
they are, by. force of their position, 
obliged to preserve eutrality. Ameri- 
cah government must take action on its 
own. behalf, particularly the Federal 
Government. Yet its resources against 
the tong leaders are so weak that @ 
simple matter Hke the extradition of 
Chen Jack-lum from -New York to Ohio 
drags three weeks in the courts, and the 
fact that his bail of $5,000 is held in. the 


block. The truth is that in Chic Chen 
is among frietids and in Cleveland among 
enemies. The bland way in which these 
veteran’ intriguers play with American 
State laws is a by-word. There ig only 
one way to relieve the situation—to 
bring in Ane Federal law, even the law 
of deportation, if the tongs’ reliance on 
American local cupidity and their. skill 
in overreaching State laws have wound 
a mesh of immunity around corruption 
and criminality, For such action no one 
will. be more profoundly thankful than 
the Chinese community in this country, 
whose reputation, outside the tongs,

ARTIFICIAL LAKE TO SUPPLY 
ELECTRICITY TO MANY TOWNS

LONG the Wallenpaupack Creek in 
Pike County, Pa., where nature 
has created a great* basin’ with 
-only a single outlet, lumbermien 
are clearing away some’ 6,000 

acres of timber. The peace of the coun- 
tryside is now disturbed by the’ blasts 
from countless whistles as’ they sum- 
mon to work a new. population, workers 
who are rushing to completion @ super- 
power project. 

Whole batteries of steam shovels pre- 
sent a solid front as they move steadily 
across the. valley floor, gnawing at the 
virgin earth. A washery- as big.as an 
office building is turning out thousands 
of tons of gravel; All kinds of new 
frame dwellings, sheds and offices dot 
the landscape.

tric-power from the seven central steam 
power plants operated by the company. 
The mines use the ‘juice’ for ventilat- 
ing and pumping water. The industries 
find that ‘they can buy power cheaper 
than they can make it themselves by 
using coal. This wholesale distribution 
of electricity illustrates the super-power 
idea, for it means that the current is 
supplied to an entire region from cen- 
sral power stations so located, as to make 
its use economicatly possible.

Contrary to the general impression that 
super-power means cafrying current 
ovér ~vast distances’to the -point where 
it Is’ needed, a much more complicated 
system is involved. The electric cur- 
rént does: not do a hop, skip and jump 
across othér power stations operated by

An_ Airplane Survey, 

The routes traversed by the transmis- 
sion wires linking up all the power sta- 
tions aré being charted by means of 
airplanes and aerial cameras. It is 
against the law to stretch high tension 
wires over towns, churches, sthools or 
cemeteries. Farm buildings are also 
protected. Instead of attempting to lay 
out hundreds of miles of. transmission 
lines by the old ground survey methods 
they are now doing it from te air, be- 
cause it can be done more quickly: The 
airplane photographer flies over the 
country, taking photos. every: foot of 
the way. When he comes down he fits 
all the photos together until] he has a 
mosaic of the entire territory. 


COSTLY ZOO ANIMALS 
NOT. THE MOST POPULAR 


A LTHOUGH the Bronx Zoo has many 








costly birds and beasts, the cheaper, 

commoner creatures are the ones 
that command the visitors’ attention. 
The crowds are always attracted by the 
monkeys and birds, according to Ray- 
mond L. Ditmars, curator of mammals 
and reptiles. They are Exhibit A. , The 
birds draw lovers of the beautiful, the 
monkeys attract those who like to be 
amused. As a rule, neither | 
large investments. 

To be sure, there are expensive ine | 
Prince Rudolph’s blue bird of paradise 
alone was a $2,500 item—but birds of 
hominal. value attract the public as 
much, The $5,000 invested in a grumpy 
chimpanzee means nothing to ‘the fre- 
quenters of the monkey house, engrossed 
in the antics’ of a baby orang-utan 
worth one-tenth that sum. 

Most. of the large mammals range in 
price from $1,000 up. Giraffes, hippo- 
potami- and « rhinoceroses © cost around 
$7,000° each; elephants from $2,500 \ to 
$1,000 to $1,800. 
Tigers and lions cost a few theusands 
and leopards several hundred doltars. 
But these values are not important to 
the public. If such animals were not 
found at the zoo,.Mr. Ditmars realizes 
the: pubiic would be disgusted, but’ ap- 
parently they give none of the thrill a 
$50 monkey can provide, Not even the 
$15,000 pair of pigmy hippopotami, rare 
and scientifically precious as they are, 
impresses the public greatly. 

Exhibition Value Considered. — . 

The purchaser of animals must often 
curb his scientific interest and consider 
rather the exhibition value of the crea- 
ture. Sometimes they coincide. The 
four-legged duckbill, for instance, lay- 
ing eggs, hatching thern out as if it were. 
a bird and nursing its young like a 
mammal, was such-an odd creature that 
public. interest in it was thought to 
justify the great. price at which it was 
bought, The rare Koala bear from Aus- 
tralia, on. the other hand, no larger than 
‘@ cub when: full. grown, in. which © 
Zoological Society invested heavily, ‘is 
at} all but ignored by visitors.

One Day of Panic. 


“Safe as the Bank of England’ is a 
saying that. is’ histori¢,. but. before it 
came into, being there were many times 
when’ the institution seemed almost ‘on 
the verge of tottering. There was a 
frenzied day when Charles Stuart ‘the 
Pretender, sweeping down frém Scotland 
at the head of his army, reached Derby, 
only 120 miles ‘from London: The city 
was in a panic of fear. Everywhere the 
shutters’ of snops were being. put up as 
honest ‘merchants prepared to flee the 
city. They did not, it seemed, jhave any 
idea of fleeing without funds, for a huge 
and frightened crowd camé rushing .to 
the tellers’ windows of the Bank of 
England. 


A; way had to be devised of checking 
the run. or the’ Bank might go down. 
So into the throng of depositors the 
Bank of England sent dozens of its em- 
ployes armed with: drafts on the institwm 
tion. They fought their way to the 
windows and presented their drafts, 
which were paid—in sixpences. For 
hours they blocked the lines and’as each 
man was paid he hurried around to the 
back of the Bank and returned. the 
money he had drawn out. Next morning 
came. the news that the Pretender was 
in rgtreat, and slowly London settled 
back into a period of- calm. 


As early as 1698, in the fourth year of 
its career, the Bank of England had_ to 
suspend payment. Under the profligate 
King James the coinage of the. realm 
had been debased. Counterfeit coins 
were found everywhere, and a new re- 
coining of silver had become a national 
necessity. “It was decided upon and the 
old currency was recalled, but the Bank 
of England found that for a time it 
must cease operations. There followed 
an ‘easier period, but the shadow of dan- 
ger was always looming near in those 
early, struggling years. .The Pretender 
threatencd “a. raid from France, ‘and it 
was discoveréd that a group of gold- 
smiths, jealous of the popularity of the 
new institution, had collected,its notes 
and were prepared to. descend with 
them on a single day and wipe the Bank 
out of existence, It was then that 
friends of the Bank came to its aid. 
Promises of assistance, currency. and 
securities were poured into its vaults and 
the storm was ridden out. 

That particular raid was planned by a 
complete circle ofthe Bank’s enemies, 
But in tater years the -Bank;of England 
was to meet one of the most daring and 
ingenious systems of attack ever con- 
trived against a financial institution— 
that of'a single individual. ‘The famour 
forger, Charles Price, was responsible 
for it, and the part that he played was 
rehearsed to perfection. .He made his 
own ink and paper and reproductions of 








Bank of England. notes that ‘he ‘turned 
out were almost flawless, 

In the newspapers of the day hé would 
advertise for a’ sérvant to attend an in- 
yalid gentleman, When the applicantar-' 
rived he would find an apparently sa 
and broken old man, muffled to the 
in an overcoat and wearing a |b ok 
patch over one ‘eye, The old gentleman 


would éngage the applicant and ‘from a. 


carriage in the street would send him. 
into. various io hd offices’ to > buy 
tickets. 


The lottery” trices eashed the ‘Bank: of 
England bills and returned the &iffer- 
ence... Then the trouble started. . Thou- 
sands’ of pounds. worth’ of false bills 
were being returned to the Bank with- 
out a che to those who were. passing 
them, for Price, better known as ‘‘Old 
Patch,’’. was far too tricky to employ 
the’same servant for any length of time. 
It was a matter‘of five or'six years Be- 
fore he was captured. The. penalty for 
counterfeiting and forgery in those days 
was death, but Price cheated the law by 
committing suicide. 


An O}d-Time Swindle. 


It was their own oversight that led. to 
the capture of three American forgers 
many years latcr in another raid on thé 
Bank, whith, it is related, netted the 
perpetrators -£77,000 sterling. The swin- 
dlers, operating in 1872, went to London 
with $40,000, which they were prepared 
to spend in introducing themselves to 
various banks. So cleverly did they forge 
and alter bills they purchased on lead- 
ing houses that it seeméd for a time as 
if they would-be able to continue their 
operations indefinitely. Finally, into the 
hands of a clerk came a bill’ on-“which, 
after the words ‘‘payable three months 
after sight,’’ the date had been omitted. 
The clerk’ returned. it to the original 
house, Which declared it to be a forgery. 
That was the end of the forgers’ career. 
The trio were captured and received 
sentences of imprisonment for life. . Of 
the £77,000 lost by the Bank of England 
£73,000 were recovered. 


The earliest history of the Bank of 
England has romance of its own. Far 
yearg the original scheme for a-national 
bank drawn up by William Paterson 
had laid dormant, and it was not until 
1694 that. the Bank of England was in- 
corporated by an act of William and 
Mary. Paterson himself had had a 
strange and varied career as farmhand, 
peddler on the road‘ and adventurer in 
the Weet Indies. His friends declared 
that he had been a preacher, his ene- 
mies chargéd him’ with buccaneering.- 
At all events, in 1691: he presented his 
plan for a national bank, and; although 
his own life was a series of .disappoint- 
ments, he lived to see his. dream in 
operation. 


At the head of a group’ of Scotch 
colonists Paterson endeavored to settle 
the Isthmus of Darien. ‘The. Spaniards 
attacked the little colony, si¢kness- came 
and death, and Paterson brought home 
the wreck of his band. Meantime the 
Bank of England had been treated.

The'entire na- 
tion waited, With eager curiosity for the 
result, and .on the day appointed 
throngs of contestants poured into the 
bank demanding of officials, tellers and 
doormen the amount of deposits the 
bank. had. 

It. happened to be £867,823, and an 
ordnance survey officer of Southampton 
bore off the prize with a guess of £867,- 
825. Almost twenty coritestants. were 
-within £100 of the right amount. ‘The 
enterprising newspaper added to its cir- 
‘eulationy .the- country had its curiosity 
satisfied and the ‘“‘Old Lady of Thread- 
needle Street,” the. world’s greatest ¢con-

erations at slight variance with Novem- 
ber, 1923. 

Plans filed in’ the five boroughs of 
New York in ‘November were §$40,950,- 
752 as compared with $78,160,829 in No- 
vember, 1923, and with $59,002,991 in 
November, 1922. 

Losses of considerable proportion also 
were shown in Los Afrgeles, Cleveland, 
Washington, St. Louis, Buffalo, Oakland 
and Newark, N. J. Substantial gains 
were reported in Chicago, Detroit, San 
Francisco, Philadelphia, Boston, Balti- 
more, Milwatikee, Pittsburgh, Minneap- 
olis, Cambridge (Mass.), Portland 
(Ore.), Denver, Birmingham, Utica, 
Seattle,- Worcester and Cincinnati. 

The total for the 354 cities and towns 
for November was $250,477,492 comparec 
with $288,330,263 last November and with 
$306,248,757 in October this year. 

The HFastern section of the country, 100 
cities reporting, showed a loss of 24 per. 
cent. from last year, the largest of any 
section. The Pacific Coast section, sev- 
enty-nine cities reporting, had a loss of 
10 per cent. from last November. The 
Central West, 117 cities reporting, had 
a loss of only 1 per cent., and the South, 
fifty-eight cities reporting, practically 
broke even with last November. 3 

One of the most interesting features of 
the November figures was the compar- 
ison. between activities in the larger 
cities and the country as a whole. Dur- 
ing 1922, 1923 and early in 1924 about 
half of the building in the country was 
in the larger centres of’ population. , 

For séveral months past the big cities 
had not been holding this ratio of ac- 
tivities, but during November ‘they re- 
gained their old speed. The total for 
the twenty-five leading cities oma basis 
of permits issued was $152,970,467, or 60 
per cent. of the .total of the 354 cities 
and’. towns. reported.

sign, employed as architect Aymar Em- 
bury 2d, who has had little experience 
in aparment house work and none in the 
particular type constructed in the 
Bronx, but, who has constructed a very 
great number of small houses in. the 
country which have been as successful 
economically as they have aftistically. 

The plan adopted provides for a com- 
paratively. narrow.. building enclosing 
an enormous garden with all thé apart- 
ments reached from stairways opening 
on this garden. The garden itself us 
reached through an arcade onthe Cdn- 
course front, with additional exits to 
Sheridan Avenue. 

The. practice in the Bronx hes been 
to plan the floors, in units of two, thre¢, 
four and five-room apartments, with 
occasional six-room and  seven-room 
apartments. 

A survey, of the region showed that 
the greatest number of changes of occu- 
pan was in the smallest apartments, 
and it was therefore determined to use 
only’ four-room and five-room units, 

The building has, therefore, been 
planned with. eighty five-room apart- 
ménts, sixty-two four-room and only 
two. of three rooms. ‘All apartments, 
except those on- the corners, run from 
the garden to ‘the adjoining streets or 
to the reserve yard or court ‘between 
this and the adjoining buildings. There 
is no apartment which has not full cross- 
ventilation: 


’ A Garden Court 120 by 134 Feet. 

The size of the garden. as planned 
will be 120 feet by. 134 feet; .that. is, in 
its;least dimensions it is twice as wide 
as the average New York street and in 
its other dimension it 1s wider than the 
Concourse itself. 


The building will occupy only 51 per 
cent, of the property, as. against-more. 


than 70 per. cent. for most of the apart- 
ment houses in the Bronx, and while it 
is obvious ‘that the property could. be 
made to yield a greater . return’ the 
owner believes that satisfied occupants 
are in the long run a better investment 
than the ultimate one-eighth of 1 per 
cent.. which, could bé squeezed out of 
the operation. 


Not: being built for speculation; but |: 


as a permanent / investment, it was 





determined to.spend the small- extra 
amount which was “necessary to build 
this building fireproof, thus insuring 
absolute*safety to the occupants as well 
as economy of upkeep. 

The unsightly fire escapes which so 
disfigure many. apartment. buildings 
have . been relegated to. inconspicuous 
positions: and the building has . been 
treated architecturally in a..manner far 
superior to that. customary in similar 
operations. The base is of limestone 
ahd terra cotta, with the-upper stories 
of Colonial brickwork, with agreeable 
limestone cornices, window trim, &c. 
The individual apartments are entered 
through. small foyer halls with .the 
kitchen, dining room and living 'room on 
ohe side andthe bedrooms -and bath’ on 
the other. 

The kitchens are comparatively: small, 
but are so equipped that every necessity 
of the housekeeper is provided for with- 
out unnecessary steps, and in each 
kitehen .a’ space has_been left near a 
full-size. window where meals can be 
served if desired. 

The dining rooms in the five-room 
apartments are approximately i0 feet by 
13° feet and the living rooms approxi- 
mately 12 feet by 17 feet. The bedrooms 
average about 9% feet by 14 feet, and 
each apartment has a broom closet, 
linen closet, a coat closet and closets for 
each bedroom. Ample trunk -storage’is 
provided in the cellar, and in the first 
story four large rooms are provided for 
baby carriages, kiddy cars €nd the other 
things that’ children need, since this 
building, with “its light and’ air, is in- 
tended especially. for children. 

The building was started about five 
‘weeks ago and is expected t@ be ready 
for occupancy om the first of August 
next,-a month before the usual renting 
‘season.

The Fitth Avenue Problem, 

Fifth Avenue fs a 100-foot thorough- 
fare. .Of this, fifty-five fect are devoted 
to vehicular use and forty-five feet are 
utilized for. sidewalks, being 22.5 feet 
wide on each side, This fifty-five-toot 
roadway gives, according to Mr. Tuttle, 
six lines of vehicular t: ‘attic, allowing 
@ generous margin of nine feet for 
vehicle width. For practical purposes, 
however, there:are only four lines for 
consecutive straightaway traffic, as the 
two Hnes on each side of the curb. are 
used to a greater or s extent for the 
parking of cars and‘for the Fifth Ave- 
nue buses to: discharge and take on:

If it is recognized that more vehi¢ular 
road. space is needed to take care of the 
immense volume of traffic and relieve 
congestion, Mr. Tittle suggests that this 
additional space be acquired by cutting 
out the two present sidewalks. Convert- 
ing them into a‘ roadway would provide 
for. additional lines of traffic, two on 
each side, making, instead of six, as at 
present with the 55-foot roadway, ten

To meet the question of what will be-

ark, N..J., on the Passaic River and 
Newark Bay waterfront, opposite the 
new plants of the Ford Motor Company 
and the Western Electric Company, 
which was erected during the war, is to 
be sold by the receivers at public auc- 
tion by Joseph P. Day on Wednesday, 
Jan. 21, at noon, on the premises. 





The saie has been ordered by Thomas 
G. Haight and Henry G. Atha,. receiv- 
ers. A large percentage of the acid pro- 
duced in this country for war purposes 
during the: World War was manufac- 
tured in this plant. 

The plant is located in the unrestricted 
district of Newark and it has about 
1,700 feet frontage on the Passaic River 
and Newark Bay. The Western Electric 





plant, the construction of which involves 
an ‘investment of about $20,000,000, is 
now in the course of completion at a 
point almost directly opposite the But- 
terworth-Judson plant. The Ford plant, 
in -the immediate vicinity of the But- 
terworth-Judson and _Western Electric 
plants, was erected about eight or nine 
years ago at a cost of several million 
dollars. 


The property comprises about seventy- 
seven acres, \all of which is solid ground, 
and a number of buildings, containing 
several. hundred thousand square feet of 
floor space. The sale includes a fully 
equipped sulphuric acid plant, now in 
operation. 

The property is to be offered first in 
about nine separate parcels and then as 
a whole.

One of the important industries in 
Queens Borough is that of silk. manu- 
facturing, employing more. than 2,500 
persons in the manufacture of dress 
silks, ribbong and hosiery, As few of 
these mills dye their silks, a number 
of, dyeing plants have also located in 
Queens Borough. A survey was recently 
made by the Queensboro Chamber of 
Commerce of this trade, and many inter- 
esting facts were obtained, 

The investigator, in the course of his 
study, was impressed with the fact that 
a fad may scmetimes have a far-reach- 
ing effect on big business. 

One of the plants visited, which 
formerly employed 400 men and women 
in the manufacture of ribbons, mostly 


for the hair, is about to close down 
because the bobbed hair fad has nape 
the demand for their product. This is 
sald to be the fate of similar mills 
all over. the country. 

The Astoria Silk Works, one of the 
first planta to be established in Queens, 
was located on the present site, Stein- 
— = Ditmars Avenues, Astoria, in 

y Albert Meyer, who had Sabo 
diated Py ith him John Weber, Treasurer,

|NEW YORK UNIVERSITY 
WANTS ATHLETIC FARM 


Prof. Hathaway Says. Students 
Should Be Detached From the 
Impediment of City Life, »

A large farm in’ Westchester County 
is the answer to the. athletic problem 
now facing New York University, ac- 
cording to Henry C. Hathaway, Chair- 
man of the Athletic’ Council, who dis- 
cussed the university’s sport facilities 
for its eleven schools and colleges, 

“New York University must have more 
playing fields and free space so that we 
can build up a more attractive student 
life,"*. said Professor Hathaway. ‘With 
@ growing registration which now num- 
bers more than 16,000.men and women, 
we should plan definitely for an athletic 
future which will in: part detach these 
students from the impediment of city 
life. At present. such a farm could be 
developed into a field club and used to 

care for the various athletic teams 
wh are considerably hampered by 
es, gh quarters at niversity 
‘Our athletic policy cannot’ overlook 
the further development of the so-called 
big: intercollegiate sports. To:-my mind 
there is ty ng dangerous or unneces- 
sary about a championship football 
team. Football and other major sports 
are the apex of the whole athletic sys- 
em. They are only dangerous when we 
limit our Bi age to major sport teams. 
Good football does advertise a college 
over the length and prenaen of the lam. 

“Having such a _ well-known and 
capable team is not without its dangers, 
but the -fact remains that.some of the 
best. American colleges have apparently 
sought and received this kind-of adver- 
tising. There is also the criticism that 
a winning football team usually involves 
@ certain lowering. of ideals, This has 
been the case in some instances, but it 
need not be true. 

“At present New York University has 
only one playing field and drilling 
ground for seven athletic teams which 
be pe their use daily. In men’s ath- 

tics alone there are twenty-one teams 
representing fifteen recognized sports. 
Since. the announcement of tntramural 
basketball more than twenty-five school 
teams in that sport have been organized. 
In girls’ athletics we have two university 
teams and some intramural activities. 

“Two. symnasiums on Washington 
Square are necessary to handle the situ- 
ation properly for the downtown: cen- 
tres of the- university. Both of these 
gyms should include swimming pools 
and the boys’ building should possess 
a basketball court large enough to seat 
séveral thousand ersons. If these 
buildings were available; now intercol- 
legiate basketball and swimming would 
unquestionably be moved from the 
campus to the Square. 

“At University Heights a new gym- 
nasium, probably of the armory tpye, is 
needed. Forty new tennis prec A would 
m¢re pearly handle the number of 
student players than do the present six. 
There is likewise splendid o ee 
to develop a Violet crew, aoe New 
York University owns an ideal location 
for a thouse on the Harlem River 
within a stone's throw of the campus. 
But with\all. this added equipment we 
would. still need our — to supply two 
football fields and a baseball diamond.” 


NO JAZZ IN JERUSALEM, 
LOUIS LIPSKY ASSERTS 


Zionist, Back From Palestine, 
Denies Statement That There 
Are Cabarets in Holy City. 


Louls Lipsky, Chairman of the Zion- 
ist Organization of America, who re- 
turned: from a three-months. stay in 
Palestine last Wednesday, denied yes- 
terday that jazz and cabarets were 
“rampant” in Jerusalem, as _ recently 
charged by the Rev. Dr. Joseph H. Mc- 
Mahon in a talk before the Catholic 
Library Association at the Hotel Plaza. 
Mr. Lipsky said that there was not one 
cabaret in the Holy City. 


Dr.- McMahon, referring to the Pope’s 
plea for the preservation of the holy 
— in Jerusalem, was quoted as hav- 
ng said: “‘I have received reliable ac- 
counts from persons who have traveled 
there that jazz and cabarets and every- 
thing that is tmplied in these two evi- 
dences of present-day insanity and im- 
ve yd rampant in Jerusalem.”’ 

“It disconcerting, to speak mildly,” 
said Mr. Lipsky, ‘‘to find a representa- 
tive of the Catholic Church giving the 
weight of his authority to a hearsay 
report on social conditions in Jerusalem, 
which is so contrary to truth as to 
merit. being called calumny. I have 
Just returned from Jerusa em paving 
spent a full week in the Holy City. 
having had es opportunity Y; ee 
serve many aspects of its social life. 
It is absurd to yf that ‘jazz and caba- 
rets are rampant in Jerusalem.’

That the newly elected members of 
the German Reichstag who accepted the 
suppott- of the Association of German 
Employerg during the campaign ended 
last Sun are définitely pledged to 
fight all legislation calculated - to 
ameliorate the working conditions of 
the ‘industrial masses is: indicated by 
the contents of a circular letter alleged 
to have been sent out to the members 
of the association shortly before election 
day.
